THE Author of the foUowiijg'hiftory: 
was defcended from a refpeaabrc fa^ 
mily iix. Cumberland, whofe'anceftor, Sir 
James Haringtbn*, was attainted in tlie reiga 
of Henry the Seventh, for bearing arms at 
the battj£ of Towton, and taking Henry 
t^e Sixth' prifoner, his eftate;s forfeited to 
the crown, amounting to five ^.n4 twenty 
cbnfiderable manors in the north. Not* 
* *. * a \ withftanding 

*i They originally derived their . iiaine from ji 
place called Havefitigton, innhat county,* and coh^ 
tiniled Barons thereof for many generations. 
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withftanding this attacliment to tlie IToufe 
of York, bis fucceeding generations were 
well received at the Court of Henry the 
Eighth, where the father of our Author held 
a confiderable office, and in the reign of 
Queen Mary was imprifoned with his wife, 
for carrying a letter to the Princefs Eliza- 
beth. Their zeal to this Lady during their 
eonfinement in the Tower, eftabliflied them 
fo firmly in her favour, that fhe retained 
them in her fcrvice when Queen, and ftood 
God-mother to their fon, our Author, 
which was the leaft mark of her reinepi-r 
l»rance of their great fufferings on her ac- 
count. It appears that he was educated 
ait Eaton, and afterwards entered at Chrift's- 
College, or St. John's, in Cambridge, under 
the care of Do£tor Still. The advantage^' 
of a good education and an excellent un« 
deridanding, fooh recommended him to the 
nctice of the Queen, who encouraged him 
in the purfuit of his learning ; DoSor Ful- 
ler in his Engli/h Worthies, has celebrated 
his great proficiency in literature ; which, 
'together with the Queen's fptual regard for 

his 
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his friends, foon brought him to Court: 
Here he diftinguifhed himfelf by the exer* 
tions of bis wit and leamitig, and gained 
the cfteem of all ranks^ and both fexes^ 
Being well verfed in the Italian language, 
he tranflated a tale out of Arioftos Orlando 
Puriofo, which was highly pleafing to the 
Ladies ; but the Queen who was not an* 
acquainted with what pafled among her 
own fervants, foon got a fight of her god- 
fon's poetry,, and finding it nccefiary to af- 
fed < indignation at fome indelicate paflkges^ 
Ihe forbad our Author the Court, till he had 
tranfkted the whole work, which he foon 
accomplifhed, and dedicated to herfelf 
Another work, which is very fcarce, made 
its appearance at Court; it was called the 
Metamorphofis of Ajax, otherwife A-jakes. 
« — It was oecafioned by his having invented 
a kind of water-clofet for his houfe at Kel- 
fton, near Bath. In this little work ve 
find great reading, and infinite humour ; 
but die perfons alluded to, and intended to 
be fatyrifed, are loft to us at this time. It 
contained fo much freedom with great men, 
♦ a 2 that 
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that it produced much difpleafiire eveik 
(torn die Queen herfdf ; and the poor Ai^ 
(kor efcaped the Star- Chamber rather fnm 
<^ Queen's fecret attachment to hhn, wfaidi 
the Courtiers well knew, than from an^r le- 
tiity in themiSE^lves. Several epigrams are 
found refpeding this book and the Qoeen'ls 
pacification, at the end of his tranflatkoi of 
Oriando. 

The indulgence fliewn this Author bf 
his Royal Miftrefs, contributed to the nmn- 
ber of his writings, as well as to their poi^ 
nancy« His reputatk>n for this ^ecies of 
writing, which in that age was fiot (b com^ 
mon as in thofe fmce, foon gained him both 
love and fear. We are told, that at an or- 
dinary at Bath, where our Author was to 
dine with much company, the fervant- 
maid who attended, was obferved to be 
more particularly attentive to him than to 
the reft of the guefts; this partiality Iboa 
occafioned an enquiry why Harington only 
was to be ferved, and the reft negleSed ?

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^nd our Author was one of the few officers 
whom he chofe to accompany him to Eng- 
land. Hiftory informs us of what palled 
with refpeft to the Earl^ and what recep- 
tion he met with; it i^^not ;to be wopderfd 
ajU if the Queen w^3 alike di^leafed jwi^i 
thofe whp fo\tovred hiniv By the private 
letters of our Author, w^ are informed, 
that this was his own cafe, but at another 
audience he fpeaks of what he felt ai^ the 
Queen's being reconciled, and iays^ he 
feemed to hear like St. Pa^ul when wrapt up 
in the third heavens. The negotiation with 
the Irilh rebel Tyrone, is minutely defcribed 
in one of pur Author's letters, at which he 
fays he was prefent. By what appears, af- 
ter the return of ElTex, the Queen wias too 
much engaged in trouble and embarraf- 
ment of various kinds, to take much delight 
in men of learning, or attend to any affairs 
which did not immediately concern the pub- 
lic welfi^re. Our Author abfented himfelf 
from the Court, retired to his feat at Kel-

ftantly converlant i^ith them. 'Whetbelr 
this was the real cafe, we cannot &y; but 
this is certain, that the fon 'ifz$ rathw in- 
clined to favour the puriuni^ dddrineis, 
Mid made a confiderslble figuf^> fan fhef(>an- 
fiambnts of Charles and<Mive#j • So little 
did th€i (athet's care avait in gba^diug the 
£bti from the errors he wiflled him to avoid. 
Indeed the expedient was too dangerous to 
be adopted by a prudent or feniible father, 
and we. have no aflurance of the fa£l but 
traditional hearfay. Fuller, CoUyer, Dry- 
den, and others, have fpoken with re- 
fpeft of our Author s abilities as an Englilh 
writer, confidering the age he lived' in. 
He Had formed a plan of an hiftory of his 
own times, but did not live to ftnifhtheide- 
figii, as he died m 1612, aged fifty-one.

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His tranflation of Ariofto, his Ajax, 
Epigrams, aiid School of Saiernum, with 
the State of the Church, are the '^ only 
works ahieady pabliflied. Many inanu* 
fcripts; iK^ith ini^fe and Verfe> are lefi;^ be-* 
bind h\pi\ containing remarks oh the tiines 
in which he lived, as well as the perlbns of

WHEN I confider with myfelf tbfe 
hard beginning, thoiagh«nore pi^or- 
peroHs fucceffe of the reformed 
Church of Et^lmd^ me thinks' it may be 
compared to a foughten battel! ; in <which 
fome Captaines and Souldiecs, that ^ve 
the firft charge, either died in the field, or 
camfe bleeding home ; hut fuch asfoUowed^ 
putting thieir enemies to fli^C, remained 

quiet 
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quiet and viftorious. Or I may more fitly 
(without offence) liken that to the fucceifle 
of them of the Primitive Church, whereift 
the Apoftles and their immediate Succeflbrs 
were one while honoured and magnified, 
by their followers thcChriflians ; . as St. 
Peter, at whofe feet the believers layd down 
all their goods ; and St* Pjiul, who was re- 
ceived as an Angel of God ; another while 
tormented, and perfecuted, by Jews and 
Heathen; as the fame ApofUes, whipped by 
Jews ; hanged and headed by the Romans ; 
fometimes (I fay) a Centurion, a Lieute- 
nant, a Proconfull, favouring them; ftraight 
a Priefl, a Scribe, and a Lawyer, promot- 
ing againft them. A fcw^f Casfar's houf- 
hold willing well unto them, arid believing 
them. But the Ccefars themfelves for three 
hundred yeeres (except a very few) de- 
tefting and fuppreffing them. For in fuch 
fort Cranmer, Ridley, Latimer, Hooper, i?o- 
gers, Coverdale, and many others enduring 
great conflifts in thofe variable times of 
King Henry the Eighth, King Edward, and 
Queen Mary, fuffering by fire, by impri- 
fonment, banilhment, loffe and depriva- 
tion, 
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^lon, with many lights, many flights, and 
many frights for their confcicnce fake; 
thofe that died had the glory of valiant 
Soirldiers, and worthy Martyrs; fuch as 
furvived, have fince in a long and liappy 
peace, enjoyed the comfort of their viftory, 
and are like dill to hold the fame, if fom6 
mutinous Souldiers of their own camp, doc 
not by diftutbing the peace at home, give 
heart to the enemy abroad. Among the 
furveyors of thefe firft Leaders, that paft 
lb many pikes, the firft in time, and the 
Wgheft in place, was Dr. Matthew Parker^ 
vho, (as by this Author is noted) having loft 
all bis Livings for his marriage, now being 
made Archbifliop of Cantfrbury^ diffemblecl 
not his marriage, as Cranmef in King Henry 
the Eighths time, was found to doe ; which; 
becaufe fom€ have taken occafion to note 
>^ith too black inke, to exclude hinf from 
Ae reputation of a rubricated Martyr; and 
; l^ave cited the teftimony of his fonnes wid- 
dow, yet living, that (he was carried in a. 
trunk, and by misfortune almoft ftifled, by 
'^ing fet by an ignorant Porter with her 
l^ad downward ; which talc goes very cur- 
B rent 
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jcnt agpaong the Papift«. I can truly ^ff 
firme, that this is a mecrefiftiqu, for 1 havo 
examined tl)e Gentle;woman her ieJfe (being 
of kin to my wife, and a Ro§cts by name) 
and flie bath fworn to me, ilie npycjr rp^ 
ported, nor ever hor fclf heard, of any 
filch misfortune. 

But now though this Archbifhop {Parker) 
diffembled not^ his Marnagi^, yet Qi^een^ 
£/izez2r^ would npt dtirexkhle herdiflikje of 
k. For whereas it pleafed her pften, to 
come to his houfe, in refpeft of l^er favour 
to. him (that had been her Mpthers Chap^ 
Iain) being once above the reft greatJy 
feafted; at her parting from thence, the 
Archbifliop and his Wife being together, 
Ihe gave him very fpeciall thanks, with gra- 
tious and honourable t^rmes, an4 then 
looking on his Wife, andyou (faith (he) Ma-r 
dam, I may not call you, a^d Mrs. I am 
afhamed tC) call you, fq I knpy/ n^t, wba?

Of Mr. ^dihorid Griridci, whereas my 
AutKour writes "he was blind, I have heard 
by feme (that knew fomewbal in thofe 
daycs) tnat he kept his tioufe iipbh a ftrange 
occ^fibn, the fecret whereof is known to 
few; ana the certaiAty is not eafie to find 
fiili, but thus 1 ^as told, that 

There wis ah Italian DoQor (as I take

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tenance of fome great Lord, did mafry a- 
nothcr Gentlewonvan, (which to do now, is-

Bifhop remained ftill unmoved and^unmcfve-i 
able; when no fubjefts intreaty could be 
found to prevail, they intreat the Soyeraign 
to write in the Doftors behalf ;' bat tms 
John Bapiifl not only perfifted in, his Non 
Hut habere tam^ but alio in a reverent, fa- 
fliion, required an account of her Majef- 
ties faith, in that Ihe would feem to writer 
in a manner that (if fhe were truly .infojmed)

writing ; but the great Lord not onely dif-.

(or Arch-BiOxop GtindaU. 

Upon the dectttk of Arehbifeop GfkMy 
the- State diefitous to have a leatoed and 
difcrmperfon, in lb etniti^nt a f^lace ; and 
the jQkttecn rfefolved to admit none, but a 
fmgle ihan ; ohoyce was inade of Doftor 
Wk^tgifUy then Biihop of Wort^tr, a man 
ift imany rc%e£ts very happy^ and in Die 
Ba beft 
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beft judgments very worthy. He was noted 
for a man of great learning in Catnbridgt,' 
and he was gr6wn to his full ripene6 of 
reading and judgment; even tben> when thdfe 
that they called Puritans (and fome meerely 
define to be Proteftants fcar'd out of thcir- 
wits) did not begin by the plot of fome great 
ones, but by the Pen of }Ar.<Cartwright, to . 
defend their new dilcipUne. 

• Their Endeavour as was pretended to re- 
duce all, in (how, at leaft to the purity, but 
indeed to the pwcrty, of the primitive 
Churches.

Thefe Books of Mr. Carlxorighty not un-» 
learnedly written, were more learnedly an- 
fwered by Doftor WhiUgyJte.

IBiihop.wdth iuchan 
orderty. tr6bp of Ta^^iiy Coats, :and de-t 
xnanding of hiiti^ how he could keep. fo 
many men, he anfwered, it was;by realbn,

Being made Arthvb^op: oF CMffr^ry/ 
and of the privy Ciouncel, he carried him 
felf in that mild, and charitable courfe/ 
that he was not onely approved greatly, by^ 
by air the' Clergy of iSw^fonrf, but even 
fome of thofe, whom with bis pen he might 
feem to have wounded; I mean thefc called 
Puritans, of whom be won divers by fweet 
periwafions to^cortftinnity.

Upon the^ death of Arch-bifhop Whitcgiift^ 
divers worthy ta^\i i\vei:e named in the va-* 
cancy. His Majefty not after the manneK 
of feme Princes, feeking to keep that va- 
cant,, bik rather haitning to fill that. The 
Bilhops of Durham and Winchejler vfCTpi as 
it were, vocefo/ndi, made competitors with 
the Bifliop of London, rather by their emi* 
nence of merit and learnings then l^y any 
known dclire,' Qr endeavour of jthem or 
their friend?- .Wherein methinl^,. by the 
vay^ envy, ft f?lf rcannpt but gratulafethc 
Church of" i^w^'Wj that is fo. fumifhed 
with learned Biftiops, as if choyce had been 
to be made, npt by a judicious Erinqe, bi|^ 
bythevfortunej of a lot among thofc three^

After the ftrange and framick 
attempts of Hackei and his fellows-; which 
praftice, though the branches thereof wer^ 
eafily cut oflF, yet was it thought, to have 
a more dangerous and fecret root. But 
for thefe his travels, as the Queeii and 
State favoured hun,;.lb the feditious fec- 
tarics (tp ufe Judge Pcphams word, that 
wouldrnothaye them called Pwrkancs) they 
I fay, no lefle maligned him in Libels and 
Rimes, (for they were void of reafons) lay- 
ing the imputation of Papiftry unto bim; 
fome of them were punifted in the Star- 
chamber, namely, one Darling, the laft Star- 
chamber day in Que^n Elizabeths time, was 
fh^rply cenfured.

As for 
the imputation of Papiftry, which they lay

The firft Biftiop of London I have to 
write of^ is Mr. John Elmer, of whom my 
Author Ijath fpoken too little, and I per- 
haps, fhall fefera to fay top miuch';. yet once 
C a I thought 
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I thoaght; to have faid fomewhat of Bmner^ 
becaufe I may remembcF him living in the 
late Queens time unbifhopped, and went 
fometimes abroad ; but I was io young then, 
as I could judge ^lothiTig; and be was To 
hated, that every ill-favoured fat fellow that 
went in the ftpcet, they would fay,* that was 
Bwtmr. But me thisks now, by that I liave 
heard of him, ' I couM Ifken l^fn to Dio^^ 
Jius the Tyrant of Syracufe, who being cru^Il 
and peremptory in profperity, was both pa- 
tient and plea&Bt in adverfity. for exam- 
ple, that Tyrant being expdle* tew- R^m, 
and living a poore pedam, was one day 
with men of mean fort, dirinking in a* Ta- 
vern, fome Diogenes efpying hira, c^me to 
him with reverence, openicfg, aQ44h^^i^g 
his upper garment (for fe fJh^y ufed in thc^e 
dales, that came into t)i^^^K<ing;i' chambers^ 
to fliew they had no weapons) pionyfm pet- 
ceiving the fcorn, was nothing troubled, 
but bad him come and drink with him, and 
fhake his clothes at the going out, that lus 
boft might fee he carried nothing widi him. 
So BwMT having twice \oSl his Btfliopnck, 
' walking

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walking, with his Tippet in the ffrete, one 
bcgg'd it of him {in fcoffe) to line a coat ; 
N6 (faith ;he) -but thou fhalt have a foolcs 
head, to fine thy cap. And to another, 
that bad him good morrow Bittiop quondam^ 
he ftraight replied, Farewell, KudLve/emper. 
I have been told alfo, that one fhewed him 
his owQ piflare in the Book of Martyrs, in 
the firft edition, on purpofe to vexe him ; 
at which he laught,' faying a vengeance on 
the foole, how could he get. my pi6lure. 
drawn fo right ? and when one afked hin> 
if be were not'afliamed to whip a man with 
a beard, he laught, and told him, his beard 
was grown fince ; hut (faith he) if .thou 
hadft been in his cslfe, thou wouldft have 
thought it a good commutation of pen- 
nance, to have thy bilrti beaten, to fave 
thy body.frpxja buAing; but thi^ is too 
much of this floven. 

I come now to BiQiop Elnur, whom in 

my own particular I Ipy^d very well, and

'When he Mt 
became a preacher, following the .pqf>ular 
phrafe, and fetfiiion of the youngw Dtvines^ 
of thofe times, v^hich was to inveigh againft 
the fupeifluities of the Churchmen^ he h 
rememhred, namely to havte ufe^ thefe 
words in a Sermon, b^ore a |p;eat Attdt^ 
tory, Wherefbre tnoajf t»kh your ThovfdndSy you 
Bifhcps, OTUi-come i^Kvn toytiur ttmdrcds^ &Cr 
but this was but a heat of his %irit; of 
which not long after, by f eaxfifig, amdr coiIn 
fercnce, he was throngUy cured; in Sm 
much as being a&cfd by one of hts cneiv 
tank, after he was Biihop of London^ what 
he meant, to preach of the hrainlrck Mbi^ 
on, he anfwered with the wofd^ of St. fimd.

I 
liave feen a( Letter or two of his, to hi« 
friend, fiibfcribed thiis, Ycfor^ In lotie,^ ' Bid 
not toiih London ; yet would he not . take it 
with thofe hard, conditions that were prtl- 
pofed, left Mr. 'Maddox, and his lik^ 
m^ht call him ^lynUnr ; . fo as* it was noted 
as an ill fortune of his, to have died Bi&op 
of London, which eight before h(m in an 
hundred yeers had not done, htit been 
either preferred, or deprived. He was 
diligent in preaching at his ciire; where he 
was firft beneficed; and when his Auditory 
gr^ dull; and- un'attentive, he wouhi with 
fome pretty and unexpeQed conceit, move 
them to attention. Among the reft was 
this: He read a long Text In Hebrew, 
whereupon aU feemed toiltften whatlwouid^ 
come rft^r fuch ftrarige words, as af their 
had taken'it for fame 'conjliration.

There was then a-Deane wh<MnI may 
not name ; but to give the ftory more life, 
I will name, his place for names. fake of Ci;- 
midry^ a man of great learning, but of no 
great living. To hini was fent one of thefe 
toxts, the little Fox€% that deftroy bur Vinesj^ 
and make fniall grapes with this favourable 
Mefiage, that his honourable Lord, h«)d fcnt 
him to hinci, to let him know, how much he 
refpeQed his good gifts (in which word alfo, 
there might be fome equivocation) and

Nm erat hoc Hominis vitiumfed 
tanporis? I cannot lay fo, for your Hlght- 
.ndfe knowes I have written otherwife in a 
Book of mine I gave you Libri 3. numcro 
So.

Wherefore at tlie mod 1 can but fay D/- 
vidatur. He was a well fpoken man, and 
one that the Queen gave good countenance 
to, and difcovcred her favour to hun, even 
in her rcprehenfions, as Horace faith of Af«- 
ccs^ias. Rerum tiUela mearum, cum Jis, et 
prave feSam Jbmacheris ab ungxumj. for fhe 
found fault with him once for cutting his 
beard too fliort, whereas good Lady (if fl>e 
D 2 . had 
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had known that) fhe would have found fault 
with him for cutting his Bifhoprick fo fliort. 
He could preach well and could fpeak bold- 
ly, and yet keep iffCDrww. He knew what 
would pleafe the Queen, and would adven- 
ture on that though that offended others. 
Once 1 remember there had been two 
Councellers fworn within compafs of one 
year, and neither of them had a gray hair 
at that time, whereupon he glawnc't in his 
Sermon at it with a fentence of Seneca.

Bishop Vaughan*. 

Mr. Richard Vaughan is the next I have 
to fpeak of, being the laft man nam'd in 

toy 
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toy Authors iBo6k, ahd of him fee hath but 
two lilies, onetyidcclafring him tahavcibccii 

Upor> the remove of my^ Lord at Canter^ 
iiiry tiiatiiow lis, he fucieeded Hiin in Loftr 
don^ aii&Tiot.util^iqownto'your Highnefle.^ 

His beginning of prefermeitt was under 
the Lord Keeper Puckcrmg^ being his exa* 
ttiiner,- of fuch as fued forrthe benefices in 
my Lords gift iii which, though Tome com- 
plaine he was/too precife, yet fof my part 
I afcribe to that one of has gireateft praifes* 
For this I know, that a preacher being a 
Noblemans Chaplairie, and therefore qua-j 
lifted for' two Benefices, came to hiiivre- 
. eamsmendediin good fort, :and brought with 
Eimi a Gfentfeman of both their acquain-* 
tance, that fometime had been an Univerfity, 
nan, to fpeak for his approbation'. ^Mr; 
Vaughan cTiiamincd* him of no very deep* 
points, and'foundfhimbut'fhallow, and not 
very ready in the Roman Tongue, his 
friend having been fain to help him. up in 

two 
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two or tbree £bul ftiunbles; both oHanguage 

and matter ; vhereopan - he difmHk fatuii 

without all hope of the Benefice^ arid after 

told the Gentleman fcrioufly, that if he 

would h«ve it himfetfe, be would aUow him 

fuffictent^ but the, fuiter by name^nft. He 

wa^ in tfaofe dales very prompi, and ready 

in fpeech, and with all fa£tious;iie was. 

an enemy to all fuppofed miracles, info- 

much as one arguing with him in the Clofet 

at Greenwich, in defence of them, and 

alledgmg the Queens healing of tlie Evil 

for an inftance, a(king him what he could 

fay againft it, he anfwered th^t he was loth 

to anfwer arguments taken from the Topic 

place of the Cloth of eftate ; but if they 

would urgt him to anfwer, he faid his opi^ 

nion waS) (he did it by vertue of fome pre-* 

cious ftone in poffeflion of the Crown of 

England, that had fuch a naturall quaUty.. 

But had Queen Elizabeth been told, that be 

had afcribed more virtue to her Jewels 

(though (be loved them well) then to her 

perfon, flie would never have made him 

Bilhop of Chejler. He grew heavy and 

corpulent 
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corpulent of a fudden, not fo much with 
too much eafe, as with too. little exercile. 
Corpus quad corrumpitur' aggr^tvat ammam, 
(bon after his remove to London he fell into 
that drowfie difeafe, of which he after died, 
growing thereby uiifit for the place, thai 
requires a F^ii^n^iz^;, andnot a Dormkantius: 
He was held a milde man, and was well 
fpoken of in the City, which fometime 
hapneth not to them that dcferve the beft, 
• To conclude being taken with an Apoplexie^ 
he may be properly faid to have flept with 
his forefathers. 



Doctor Ravis. 

Within a few moneths there fucceeded 
him Do£lor Ravis Bilhop of Gloucejkr, who 
is not fofnierty mentioned in this Book, 
becaofe Mr. Goldborow his prediceffor in 
Ghmcejltr was then living. His preferment 
X.6 Gloucejier rmkes roe remember a ftory 
that feme record of Stipio^ who being made 
Generall of th6 RoAian Army, was to nam^ 
his Queftor or Treaforer for the wars, 

whom 
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Whom lie thought fit ; being a place in thofe 
<laies as is now in thefe, of great impor* 
lance, one that took himfeife to have a 
fpeciall intereft in Scipio's favour was an 
earned fuitor for it, but by the delay, mif« 
trufting he (hould have a denial!, he impor« 
tuned him one day for. an anfwen Think 
not unkindnefs in me (&id Supki) that I 
delay you thus; for I have beeii as eameft 
with a friend of mine to take it, and yet 
cannot prevaile with him : Noting hereby, 
that offices of charge and con&ience, are 
fitted for fuch as Ihunne thcan modeftly, 
rather than fuch as feek them greedily. 
And even fo did my Lords of the Councell 
deale with Mr. Ram^ who being then Dean 
oiChriJl^Ctmnhy which lightly is not held, 
but by fome choice man of the Univerfity, 
being a place of good valew and reputation, 
was requefted by them to take this Bifhop- 
rick, when many that fued to have it, were 
put by* But as he was not willing to goe 
thither, fo they of Ghucejler^ we-re more 
unwilling he fhould go thence, he was in a 
ihort fpace in fo good liking of all forts, 

inbmuch 
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infomuch as fome that can fcant well brook 
the name of a Bilhop, yet can be content 
to give him a good report. 

For my part, I have obferved a great 
change in Gloucefter, from that it feemed 
nine yeers fince, about the Earle of EJix 
going into Ireland; for at that time neither 
their Bifhop feemed to care for them, lying 
at a Prebends in Worcejltr^ which roe- 
thought was very inconvenient; nor they 
feemed much to care for themfelves, all 
their building both publique and private 
looking old and i^uinous : whereas of late 
yeeres, their Biflji^p keeping his houie 
neere them, and being daily with them. 
They have built them a new Market-place, 
and are now building a faire Hall for juftice; 
whic)i commendable and comfortable difpo* 
fition of the people, there and elfewhere, 
though it be principally afcribed to the joy 
and comfort that all well affefcied perfoqs 
took of his Majefties happy entrance, and- 
peaceable government, and of the fucceffi* 
on eftabliftied in his hopefuU iiTue ; yet is 

not 
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not the Icaft to, be imputed to the difcretion/ 
atid diligence of the Pallors that waken and 
ftirre up their charity, and make jthem 
more fenfible of Gods good bleffings be- 
llowed on them ; and the rather by this 
good Bifhops means. The Lord of Shraof- 
bury hath' very Nobly, and like himfelf 
contributed to this fo great and ncceflary 
work, giving a large portion of Timber 
towards it. 

Now, as I faid, it .hath pleafed his Ma- 
jefty to place him in London, Magtftraius 
indicabit virum. This publique place (for I 
count the other was almoft private to this, 
will ihew what is in the man, 1 need not 
prognofticate, but I caI^ wifh and hope, 
that as he is for his perfon comparable to 
Mr, Fletcher, fo he may equall Doftor El- 
>nd2r in courage, Tio^ior Bancroft in care- 
fulnefle, and Doftor Vaughan in his milde 
demeanour, to win the love of the people ; 
and thus much be faid concerning the 
Bifliops of London.

vc^iifL of £atdn ; fer (faid he) he is allowed 
his diet> his lodgiag, his horfe-meat, hU 
fervaius wages, his riding charge, his appa- 
rcU, evea to the points of his hofe, at the 
Colledge chs^rge; and loo li. /<r annum 
befidesj How true this is, I knowjiot, but 
this I know, that Mr. Day having both this 
and the Deanry of Wind/or^ was periWaded 
to leave them both, to fucceed him (that 
had been once his Vice-provoft of Edten) 
in the , Church of Wtnchefter. He was a 
man of a good mature, affi^fcbfe^ and couri-

In 
their fabutotts Legion they ba%e a tale of 
IkrtukiyVfbota for his^ftrength they couiHed 
a God ; how $ Carter (foriboth had over«' 
tbrowa hbt Cart^ and fafie in the way £ry* 
ing, help Hercules, help Hercules ; at la ft 
HcrcuUs, or one in his likeneflie: came to 
hixn, and fwadled him thriftily with a good 
cudgeil, and faid, thou varay Ja7?ie(' felly

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fellow (fo he ufed to pronounce) calleft thou 
to me for help; and deft nothing thyfelf ; 
arife, fet to thy fhoulder, and heave thy 
part, and then pray to trie to help thee, and 
I will doe the reft. And thus much of our 
good old Provoft, who beuig made a Bi- 
Ihop, and of a Regifter of the Garter be- 
toming now Prelate of the Garter^ enjoy- 
ing this dignity a very (hort time, turned 
his day into night, though no night can 
bppreffe them that die in the Lord. By the 
way, I think this wdrthy the noting, that 
\jhcTe2LS in itnno Dam. i486, being the firft 
of King Hknry the feventh, it was found 
that three Bilhops fucceffivcly had held ihk 
Bifhoprick fixfcore yeeres fave one, han^ely, 
Wickham^ Btdufori^ and Waknfittt. Now 
in Queen Elizahcthi raigne, there had been 
(even Bifhopsin forty yeeres, five in feven- 
teea yeeres, and three in four yeeres*

or but' lately' dead ; I holding my purpofe

Hee afcended by all 
degrees of fchooles; firft, wherein to win 
knowledge himfelfe, next whereby to im« 
part it to others, having Ibmetlme taiigfat 
the fchoole that doth juftly boaft of the 
name of Winchefter, where, if I mifbike 
not; he fucceeded the excellent fcholler an^

In the 
mean feafon a crew of mutinous fouldiers 
(a forlorne hope) undertook to i^rj^ize one 
of the twelvd fortreffesof.our faith, !I miean 
one of the twelve Articled of the Creed, 
•and ere nien weiie aware .they had entred 
by a Poftem corrupted, a Watchman or 
two, thrown 'down a battleinent^ andfet up 
their Colours of white and black (black: and 
blew had been fitter for them) publifhing a 
book in print, that Chrift defcended not 
into hell. The alartim yas taken by many 
faitbfuU fervitors of the Militant Church, 
bat many were not found fit for this ent6r-

a tumult was raifed, as not only diilurbed 
their devotion and attention, but did indeed 
put fome of the graveft, Iwifeft and noblcft 
of. that aflembly into evident hazard of tlieir 
lives, as I have heard of fome of their own 
mouthes. The Bifhop not fo difmayed hint* 
ifelfe, fympathizing'rin pi tty, rather then 
feare of their caufeleffe difmay, after the 
tumult, was a little pacified,; firiifhed his 
Sermpn; upon which accident, fome fk- 
vourcrs of that opinion make themfelvfes 
m^rry with this iftory, that at lead that which 
they jdduld not confute they might feem^ to

OF Eely I have not m\ich to fay, yet in 
a litde I may be thought by fome to 
fay too much ; which I will adventure, ra- 
ther then your Highneffe fhall blame me 
for faying nothing. I was among others 
at Biftiop Cox his funeraU, being then either 
Batcheler, or a very young Matter of Arts; 
but fome yeeres after we thought it would 
have proved the FuneraU of the Biflioprick, 
as well as of the Biflipp. Something there 
was that had diftafted the Queen concern- . 
ing Brlhop Cox^ in his life time ; either his 
much retiredneffe, or fmall holpitality, or 
the fpoyl he was faid to make of woods and 
Parks, feeding his family with powdred ve- 
nifon ; all which, I know not how truly was 
fiiggefted to her agairift him, in his life time^ 
and remembred after his death. For our 
opinion af him in Cambridge, we held him 
a -good fchoUer, ai>d a better Poet then 
I DoBor 
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DoQor Haddon, who called him Mailer: 
whether as. having been his, fchoUer or fer- 
vant I know not ; but among his Poems, is 
extant a Diftick writtento B.Cox.

which Verfc being but even afiokVcrfe, he 
anfivered cxiemporty as they tell,, with this,

As for his Church, of Eefyi it feemed he 
had no great love therje, to have his mo» 
nument defaced within twenty yeeres (31 
this Authour writes) fo as reniembring his 
good beginning, one may fay of him^ ca:- 
pifH melius qiiamdefinis. 

But to let him reft, I muft confeife that 
it was held for one of the blemifties of 
Qn^n. Elizabeths Vngxn raigne. Firft, to 
keep this Sea of Eely vacant fo long after 

Bifhop 
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Bifliop €oxei death, and after to take away 
-lb large' a portion^ from it, as i& generally 
' ipoken ;ytt that Lmay bothi^eak my c<m- 
fcience, and fhew my charity as well to 
iny-deceafed Soveraigne, as to the reverend 
Bilhop yet living, I will fay this : Firft, I 
could wifti it had not been fo, and that the' 
occafion of fuch a fcandall between the 
Grown and Miter had been taken away. 
Secondly,^! doe lay for the Queen, flie 
odid no new thing ;-)and it is held a princi- 
ple of State, that whatfoever there is a 
prefidentfor, is lawfull for a Prince. I con- 
fider further, xhat :£^/k was a Biflioprick of 
:>noneof the firft ereftions, but .many yeeres 
*,after the conqueft; (6 ^^ England ftood 
5:diriftncd without a Biflioprick of, J?c/vfr6m 
Angu^int theiiMonk above five hundred 
yeeres. \ It was a place alfo that the Crown 
. had been jealous of for the ftrength of it, 
having fometime held outth© Conquerour, 
as our writers affirm; and King Hmry the 
third, a wife, and fortunate Prince, faid it 
was not fit for a Cloyfter man, and of late 
yttx^s Mmrcton undertook to hold it againft 
1 2 Richard 
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Riehatd the thirds for Henry the fevejitb. 
Adde hereunto, that though it was vacant^ 
ki name, yet the profits thereof imy feem 
to have been perhaps more charitably and 
honourably imployed then before^ to relieve 
the poore diftreffed King of Portugally who 
was caird by fome fchollers Biftiop of Edj/^ 
which is lefle fcandalous than for Jeffrey 
Pkntagmet to hold the Bifhoprick of Lincoln 
for feven yeeres, without confecration, the 
fea being keptvoydfeventeen yeeres; and for 
Ethelmare to bold Winchtjler in like manner 
nine yeeres m Henry the thirds time; to'omit 
how Siygand in the Conquerours time, )Hid 
Woolfey in Henry the eighth his time, both 
held Winchejler in eommendam. As for chang- 
ing or abating the poffeflions of it, the 
laws then in force allowed it (though a moft 
godly law fince reftrained the like) and I 
would all the Bifhopricks in England were 
but fo well left. Now to come to Do£kor 
Heaton, he was compelled iia a fort fo to 
take it (for potentes cum rogant juient) and 
«is long as there was not quid dabis, but ha:c 
mftram^ the more publique it was, and by 

authority 
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authority then lawfull he may be thought 
the more free frpm Uame. But vere £<ly 
as good as, ever it was, that could not finde 
the/mouthes bread that finde fault with his 
taking it in that order. 

Before his Majefties comming to Oxford^ 
- 1 was in Oxfordr Library, and fome of good 
quality of both the Univerfities ; aiud one 
of their chiefe Do6lorsfaiid merrily to a 
Cambridge mdLUy %hdX Oxford had formerly 
had a good Library, till fuch time (faid he) 
«as a Ctfm^re^/^^ man, became our Chaneel- 
lour, and fo cancell'd or cataloged and fcat- 
tered .^ur books (he meant Bifliop Cox in 
YJwg Edv^ards time) as from that time to 
* this we could, never recover them. The 
other ftraight replied, then are you even 
with us, for one of your Oxford men hath 
feal'd fo many good deeds of our good Bi- 
Ifc^JfMrick in Camhridgejhire^ that till they be 
cancel'd, it will never be fo good as it fhould 
be. By his chriften name alfo many take 
occafion to allude to this matter, which 
I 3 whether 
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whether for brevity fake he writ Mar or 
Mart, or at full kngth Martin, alwaies by 
adding Eely unio it, it founds to the Uke 
fence, that either he did Marr itj or Mart 
it, or Martin it. But he is, too wife to be 
troubled with thefe. 

Sapieniis ejl nil prctjiart prater cidpam. If 
any fare the worfe for this now, it is hiinf- 
fdf. And as for his learning, and other 
'good parts belonging to a Biftiop, he 
is inferiour to few of his^ ranke, as your 
Highneffe can tell, that have heard him 
preach before the Kings Majefiy, who faid 
of him, that fat Men were wont to make 
lean Sermons; but his were not leane, but 
larded with much good learning. And ft) 
much of the Biftioprick a^d Biftop oi 
Edy.

TpOLLOWlNG my Authors method, I 
A am next to fpcak of Lincoln,, a very 
Jarge Dioceffe, yet not fo great a Bifhop- 
•rick as it hath been, which I fiifpeft by the 
oft removes from it, as Bullingham, Cooper^ 
and Wtckham in Queen Elizabeth time ; and 
White in Queen Maries time. I note alfo, 
that one of ,thefe removed to Worcefter^ 
namely Btdlingkam, of which I can imagine 
no reafon, except, the largenefle of the 
Dioceffe make it more painfull, as indeed 
it would, if ihe decree made in a Synod 
held by Saint Cutkherl in England were duely 
obferved, • Of which the third, as Mr. F^^ 
.hath it is, that every Bifhop once every 
. yeere. fhould goe over all the pariflies of 
hb Dioceffe ; with which Decree by what 

authority 
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authority men difpence, I know not, but 
Aire few doe keep it. 

This Doftor William Chaterton, now Bi- 
fhop^ of Lincoln, and before of CheJler^A 
may remember in Cambridge a learned and 
grave Doftor; though for his. gravity he 
could lay it afide when it pleafedhim, even 
in the Pulpit, it will not be forgotten in Cam^ 
iridgi "while he is remember'd, how preach- 
ing 9ne day in: bis younger yeeres, a wed- 
ding Sermon (which indeed ftiould be fef- 
tivall)as the MarchantRoyall was at my 
Lord Hap marriage (with which being now 
in print many a good hafband doth endea- 
, vourto edifie bis wife.) I. fay, Mr. Chatter- 
ion is reported to h»vemade this pretty com- 
parifon, and to have given this friendly 
cavjeat : That .the choice of a. wife is full of 
-hazzard,: not unlike as if one in. a. barrel! 
full of .Serpents- ftcmH gjsc^e for one Fiih ; 
. if (f^ith he) he fcapebarm of the fnakes' 
vandhght on a fifh, he may be thought for- 
i tunate, yet let:bim not boaft, for pei^haps 
.itm^y be/but-ali:Eele,..&c, . Howbeit he 

married 
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married afterwards himfelfe, and I doubt 
not Iped better then his comparifon. He 
was beloved among the fchoUers, and the 
rather for that he did not afFeft any foure 
and auftere faihion, either in teaching or 
government, as fome ufe to doe ; but well 
tempered both with courage and courtefic. 
Being made Bifhop of Ckefter^ he was a 
very great friend to the houfe of Darby. 
Preaching the funerall Sermon of Henry 

: Earl of Darby, for fome paffages whereof 
he was like to be called in queftion, though 
perhaps himfelfe knew not fo much ; I was 
prefem when one told a great Lord that 

- loved not Ferdinando the laft Earle, how 
this Bifhop having firft magnified the dead 

• Earle for his fidelity, juftice, wifdome, and 
fuch vertues, as made him the befl beloved 
man of his ranke (which praife was not al- 
together undefervedjhe after ufed this Apof- 
trophe to the Earle prefent; and you (faith 
he) noble Earle, that not onely inherit, b»t 
exceed your fathers vertues, learne to keepe 
the love of your Countrey, as your father 
did; you give, faith he, in your Arms^ 

Three 
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Three Legs ; know you what they fignifie ? 
I tell you, they fignifid three fcires^, Ghejldte, 
Darhijhire, znd La'iKd^re; ftaiid you faft 
on thefe three legs, and you ihall need feare 
none of their armes. At which this Earle 
a little iftov^d, faid in fotnb heat, not with- ■ 
out an oath : This Prieft, I believe, Ixypes 
i one day to make him' three' Counfies. fiiit 

• the two Earles I truft are f5riends»nov, 'both 
' being fince departed this world, (though 

• neither as I could wiih them) the one dying 
^ of a^ Yex,' the other of. an Axe. The Bt&op 

wasF removed to lAn€dn, where he novr re- 
^ mains in very good ftate, having one ^pndy 
J daughter married to a Knight of goddwor- 
^fiii^, though now they living afunder, .he ^ 
' 'may-be thought to have had nogireat com- 
ifortofi that matvimony, yet to her daughter 

• he imeans to leave a great patrimony ; fo as 
- one might not unfitly apply that Epigram 
'Written of Pope Paulus and his daughter to 

this fiifhop and his grandchild.

F this Biftioprick may be observed, that 
which hapned (I think) to no other 

in 
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in all Queen Elizabeths raigne, that from the 
firft yeerc of her entrance (what time flie 
made them all new) fhe never after gave 
this Bifhoprick, but once, and that w^as to 
Doftor William Overton^ the one and tw^en- 
tieth yeere of her reigne, he being then of 
good yeeres ; fo as one may probably con- 
jefture^ that he honoured his parents well, 
becaufe he had the bleffing promifed to 
fuch, viz. that his daies have been long in 
the land, I can make no fpeciall relation 
concerning him, but the generall fpeech as 
I have heard travelling through the Coun- 
trey, which is not to be contemned ; for, 
Voxpopuli, vox dei ejl. Two fpeciall things 
are commended in him, which very few 
Bi(hops are praifed for in this age : One, 
that he keepeth good hofpitality for the 
poore ; the other^ that he keepeth his houfe 
in good reparation. Both which I have 
feldome heard a married Bifhop commended 
for ; and I will be bold to adde this further, 
that if they would doe both thofe, I think 
no man would take exceptions either for 
their marriage or bigamy. The Churches 

alfo 
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alfo are very well kept ; and for thofe of 
Ccrocntry, they are (of Parifh Churches) the 
faireft I have feen, (as I partly noted be- 
fore*) %hey1iave'had-foilfeti»ies iinother kind 
of fuperintendency, for the Bilhops keepe 
mo^ 2X Lichfidd^ / • . . : 

The pavement ' of CovMrj^Churdi is al- 
almoft al^ Tohibftdnes, and fpme Very an- 
tlent ; bvit there came in a zealous fellow 
with a" counterfeit conitnitiioh, that for 
avoyding of fuperftitibn,' hath not feft one 
penny-w6ith, nor one pehny-bredth of 
brafle upon , the Tombes, of all the infcrip- 
tionk, which had been mdhy, ancf coftly. ' 

Further I note this, that whereas in Bi- 
Ihop Langtons time there were many Parks 
l^elohging to the Sea, in which the Prince 
committed foihe ditbt-der in the^ time 6f 
Edward the firffi, riow it is much altered/* 
for he hath not paft brie', the reft being 
perhaps turned to pafturcs, and the Deere

Bishop jEWEtU 

OF how great antiquity this Bifhoprick 
had been in former times, two things 
doe efpecially declare. One, that ever 
fince the conqueft OrdinaU fecundum ufim 
Sarum was received over ^UlEngland ; anb< 
ther, that the Clergy of SaU/hur^ yftrc iible 
of their owfic charge to ereftfuch a goodly 
Church, and ftone fteeple, as that is which 
now (lands, which at this day a fubfidy were 
fi:arce able to performe. 

^ To omit hov/ Sheriom Caftle, and the 
IDfvizes were both built by one Bifhop oF 
S^fiury, and in this State that qontinued 
till theyeere 1539. what time Do&.or Capon 
was tranflated from Bafigor thither, a man 
for learning and wit worthy to be of ApoUos 
crew ; but for his fpoile and havock he is 
find to have made of the Church-land, 

more 
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more worthy to be AfoUiqns ctjcw, for he h 
poted to be pne of tHe i^rft that made a Ca- 
pon of hi& Bifhoprick, and fo guelded it, 
that it will never be able to build either 
Church or CafUe again. The place being 
in this fort much iaipoverifhed» B,i(hop 
jff^cU was preferred unto it the firft yeere 
QJL Q\ieen Elizabeth, a Jewel indeed, as in 
nan^e, l^e $m7ina fuity nomine gemma ftfit. 
He, though he could not maintaine the 
Piprt his predeceffors did, fii?din^ his houfes 
^ecayed^ and Lands all leafed out, yet kept 
very good hofpitality, and gave hirafelfe 
withall much to writing books, of which 
divers are extant, and in many mens hands, 
viz. His Apology of the Church of England ; 
His challenge, arifwered by Harming ; His 
J^eply to the /aid Anfwer; all in Englifh, and 
all in fuch Eftimation, even untill this day, 
that as St. 0/mond in William the Conquer- 
ors time, gsive the pattern for form qf fer- 
yice to all the Churcheis of England, ft> Mr. 
^twetls yritijpg? are. a kind of rule to al! 
the refonried Churches p^ ]fngla(id, and 
hardly is there any controverfie of import- 
Ka ancc 
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anqe h^ndle^ at this day, of wliich in his 
works is not to he found fome learned and 
probable Refolution. One thing I will 
fpecially commend hira for, though I Ihall 
not be commended for it my felfe of fome> 
and that is, whereat he defended the mar- 
113 ge of Priefts, no man be^er; yet he 
would never marry himfelfe, faying, Chr& 
did not counfell in vain, Qui potejl captrt, 
capiat. He had a very reverent regard of 
the ancient fathers writings, and elpecially 
Sti Augujtine^ out of which books he found 
many authorities againft fome fuperftitipns 
crept into the Roman Church. Why he 
had fuch a minde to lie by Bifliop Wyvill, I 
cannot guefle, except perhaps of his. name 
he had taken a Caveat, to keep himfelfe 
without a wife. For the whole courfe of 
his life from his childhood, of his toward- 
lineffe from the beginning, and how he was 
urged to fubfcribe in. Queen Afdsnw time, 
and did fo, being recjuired to write hii 
name,- faying,, theyfhould fee lie could 
write; (which fhewed it was hot e-^v dnimo)

miftruQed to pertaine alfo to his buildings, 
I heard by oti^ Flower of Philips Norton, 
who faid he faw Henry the feventh in this 
•CQiHitry, that the Bifiiop would wifli he had 
paidabove the price of it» .fo it might have 
been finiihed^ fot if he ended it n^t^ it 
wovdd be;pul}^ (fowbe e'efe. it wete pep- 
fe^ed. As for the latter predi£Uons or

(as the Wovert) is) it is feid that fte Com'- 
jniilioners in reverence and ebrnpalfion of 
the place, di^ fo far ilrain their Commiffion, 
thatiibey offered to fell the whole Church 
Xo the Town under 500 Marks. But the 
Tow4#neli ^ringthay might be thought to 
couzenthe King, if tb^y bought it ib cheap, 
or thatit ittig^t after (as many things were) 
be ifound conccd'd, utterly refu£sd it;

For I may well fay, Nonpojim qidn ejr- 
flamcm. But in a word, foon after the fel- * 
lers loft itheir hieads, the . buyers loft their 
goods, being laid up in the great Treafury 
jo( Antichrift, I mean drowned in the Sea, 
from whence (as Ibme write) by the DeviHs 
power, he fliall recover all loft treafures 
for the maintaining of his unmeafurable 
guifts. Thus fpeedily it Was puU'd down, 
but how flow it hath rifen again, I may 
blufti to write. CoUeSions have been made 
all over England, with which the Chancd 
is covered with blew flate, and an Alms- 
iioufe built ex ahundantiay but the whole 
l>ody of the Church ftatids bare ex hwnUi* 
tale. The reft of the money npver ^oipii^ 

to 
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to the Townfmens hands, is laid up as I fup- 
pofe with that money coUeCted for Pads 
Steeple, which I leave to a melius inqrdren* ■ 
dum. And thus the Church lies dill like 
the poore Traveller mentioned in the lo. 
of Luke^ fpoiled and wounded by theeves. 
The Priefts go by, the Levitcs go by, but do 
nothing. Onely a good Samaritan honeft 
M. Billet, (worthy to be billited in the new 
Jerufalem) hath powr'd fome Oyl in the 
wounds, and maintained it in life. In fo 
much as a wealthy Citizen of London, hath 
adventured to fet his Tomb there, whom 
I commend more w^orthily then the Senate 
of Rome did thdiuk Varro at his return from 
Carinas, quod defalute rtipuhlica: non defperajjet: 
for it feems this honeft Citizen did not de- 
fpaire of the reedifying this Church that 
gave order to be richly entomb'd therein^ 
and thus much be faid of this laft Church 
of Bath. 

Bishop Barlow. 

The next I am to write of is Bifhop Bar^ 

low, of whom my Authdur in this Booke 

M faith 
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faith little ih the Latin Treatife : there Is 
foine\^hat more, and I m\l add a word to 
hotb. Bath (as I have rioted before) is but 
a title in this Biftioprick, fo as for many 
yeercs Bath had the nahiie, but Welts hih 
iht game : but yet that one may tnow tb^ 
he Sifters, your Htghheffe (hall underftand 
that this game I ipeak of which was one of 
pthefaireft of England, by certain booty play 
hetween a Protcftor and a fiifliop (I fup- 
pofe it was a TiBak) was like to have been 
loft with a Avhy not, and to ufe rather ano- 
ther mans word then mine own to explain 
this Metaphor : thus faith the latine Rela- 
tion of him. He was a man no lefs godly 
then learned, but not fo remarkable in any 
thing as in his fortunate off-'Ipring, for 
which Niobe and Laicma might enVy them, 
happy in his own children, more in 
their Matches (to let paffe bis Sonnes, 
of whom one is now Prebend in TFrffs, and 
efteemed moft worthy of fuch a Father). 
He had five 'Daughters whom he beftowed 
on five moft worthy men, of which three 
are Bifhops at this hour, the other for their 

merit 
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meri^ ajre in mens expefbxion defigned to 
the like dignity hereafter. Hpwbek (faith 
he) in one thing this Prelate is to be deemed 
unfortunate, that while h^ was BiQiop his 
Sea received fo great a blow lofing at one 
clap, all the Rents and Revenues belong- 
ing to it. Thus he, andfoon after he tells 
that for hi3 Marriage, he was deprived, and 
Uye4 as a man baniflit in Germmy, Here 
i^ )m praiie, bepe is his dilpraife. If h^ 
were deprived for a lawful! Aft, no marvel, 
if he be deprived for an unlawful : fith then, 
ipy AuM>Pua: qouxpares his felicity with that 
of f{^,bc^ I wiU^ alfo compare his misfDrtu^e 
with PcUUSj making pwrfs verl^ to ferv? 
my turn in changing but a word or two.

I fpeak now onely of the fpoile made | 
under this Bifliop fcarce Were five yeeres 
paft after Baths ruines, but as faft went the 
^A.xes and Hammers to work at Wells. The 
goodly Hall covered with Lead (becaufe 
the Roof might feem too low for fo large 
a Room) was uncovered, and now this 
Roofe reaches to the fide. The Chapel of 
our Lady late repaired by StiUington a place | 
of great Reverence and antiquity, was like- 
wife defaced, and fuch was their thirft after 
Lead (I would they had drunk it fcalding) 
that they took the dead bodies of Bilhops 
cut of their leaden Coffins, and caft abroad 
the Carcafes fcarce throughly putrified. 
The Statues of brafle, and all the ancient 
Monuments of Kings, benefaftors to that 
goodly Cathedrall Church, went all the 
fame way, fold as my Authour writes to an 

Alderman 
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ilLlderii^MLn of London, who beirrg then rkt^j 
a94 W thi&gr^t bargarit^, thinJ^jig to have. 
inciT^ft it, fpund it like aa^ui9^ J^hqloTi^jms 
ffif be (^ 4ec^yed after, na man knew hQW> 
thaft he. bc^k^ i^ bis M^jpraltjr. The St»* 
tuc^^Qr Kijng^ were fhipt fcMp BrifioU, but dif* 
^^^H^g to be bajnifht out of th^r own 
Couiipry, cbofe rarther i>o lie in S(. Q^oi^$ 
Cbannel, where the Ship w^& dro^i^^nd. \^tt 
Aiheijts l^ugh at fucHlo^s, and call them 
i]QifchapiGe&; but aU: that truJy ^es^i: God will 
cou)[U them tQFiibkJudgeiJVjsncs. 

Tb^fe things wece, I will* not lay don^r 
I will lay at Icaft fuffexed by this Bilhop ; 
but I doubt not bjut he repented hereof, 
and did pennance al& in his banilhment in 
Jax^co 6? cvntrt. But fome will fay to xne, 
why did bq not fue to be rellored to his Bi- 
Ihopriak at hi3 return, finding it vacant, 
but rather accepted of Chichcjlcr: I have 
silked this gueftion, and I have received 
thb atnfwer, by which I am halfperfwaded, 
that Wdk alio had their prx)phecies as well 
^s Bath, and that this Bilhbp was premon- 
M 3 Hated 
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ftated (that I may not fay predeftinate) to 
give this great wound to this Biflioprick. 
There remain yet in the body of Wtlls 
Church, about 30 foot high, two eminent 
Images of ftone fet there as is thought by 
Biifaop Bumcl that built tlie great Hall there 
in the Raigne of £d. 1 . but moft certainly 
long before the Raigne of H. 8. One of 
thefe Images is a King crowned, tlie other 
is of a Bifliop mitred. This King in all 
proportions refembiing H. 8. holdcth in his 
hand a child falling, the Bilhop hath a Wo- 
man and Children about him. Now the 
old men of WcUs had a tradition, that when 
there Ihould be fpch a King, and fuch a 
Bifliop, then the Church fhould be in dan- 
ger of ruine. This falling child they lay 
was King Edward, the fruitfull Bifhop, they 
affirmed was Doftor Bariow, the firft maried 
Bifliop of Wells, and perhaps of England. 
This talk being rife in Wdls in Queen Marks 
time, made him rather affeS Chichtjitr at 
his return than Welh, where not onely the 
things that were ruined, but thofe that 

remained 
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remained ferv'd for records and remem- 
brances of his facriledge. 

Of Bifliop Thomas Godwin. 

Of Biffiop Gilbert Bourn I can add no- 
thing, and of the other Gilhtrt but a word, ' 
that he was a good Jufticer, as faith the 
fame Author niji quanUnus homo uxoris conjugts 
imporiunitatt imptdfus a vtri ac reBi tramite 
ahtrravii) faving that fometimes being ruled 
by his Wife, by her importunity hefwafved 
from the rule of juftice and fincerity, efpe- 
cially in perfecuting the kindred of Bourn 
his predeceffor. The fame went that he 
dyed very rich, but the fame importunate 
V yman caried it a41 away, that neither 
Church nor poofe were the bett:er for it. 
But for Doftor Godwin of whom I am to 
fpeak, I muft with my Authors leave add 
a word of mine own knowledge^ He 
came to the place as well qualified for a 
Bifhop as* might be unreprovably without 5/- 
won:>, given to good Hofpitality, quiet, kind; 
affable, a Widdower, arid in the Queens 

- very 
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qucsnre parta tueri, it he bad hdW fwft W 
clear as he entred, I fliould have highly ex- 
told him : but fee hivS misfortune that firft 
loft him the Queens favour, and after forc't 
hia^k ta another mifehief. Sueix^ as I {ip^, 
' agja(i, apd ^ifea^fed, ^nd laaie cl ti^ G^ffft^ 
he mwtf^d {%s fQm^ Ujtpug^ for opinion of 
^f^lt]t^)a Widdow of London. A chief &<f 
voiMfit^ of \h^ tinnie (whom I am ibry- to 
hi^Y^. occ^^n \Q p«^ne agaiA m thi& ]^di), 
1|^ ^hQi^ to get the Mannor of fqw^ell 
frcm this Si^bop^c^, and diBaining the re* 
pMifei, now he^^nog this intempeftive Ma^ 
ri^e, too^ advantage thereof, caur^4 H ^o 
he told the Qne^n (knowing how mudi ijie 
ifvvRiked f^^h matches) and lnftai;itly puri^ed 
th^ PijChop wit^ l^tt^h and Mandats &ir the 
MApnpr of ^cofimdl for 100 ycer^s,, Thp 
gpod Biftop not expefting fuwh a fu^dera 
tempeft, was greatly perplex^, yet ^ whil^ 
hie held ottt and iiidur^d npprny ft^p ^u^f- 
lages frpiu the QuieeFi, of wikicjb, i»y fclfi 
f:aried him one, delivered roe by uiy Lord 
erf JUictJir, who feeme4 to favpur th^ JK-

Jhop, and miflike with the Knight for mo- 
lefting him, but they were foon agreed like 
TiUt and Utroi to condemn Chrift. Never 
was harmleJTs man fo traduced to his Sove- 
raign, that he had maried a Girle of twenty 
y^ars old, with a great portion, that he had 
conveyed half the Biflioprick to her, that 
(becaufe he had the Goift) he could not 
ftand to his Mariage, with fuch feoffs to 
make him ridiculous to the vulgar, and 
odious to the Queen, 

The good Earl of Bedford happening to 
be prefent when thefe tales were told, and 
knowing the Londoners Widdow the Bijhop 
had maried, faid merrily to the Queen 
after his dry manner, Madam, I know not 
how much the Woman is above twenty, 
but I know a Sonne of hers is, but little 
under forty ; but this rather mar*d then 
mended the matter. One faid, Majus pec- 
caium hahet. Another told of three forts 
of Mariage, of Gods making, as \^\i^nAdam 
and Eve two young folks were coupled, of 
mans making, when one is old, and the 

other 
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othe;r yoimg, as Jojephs Markge, and of 
the Devills mahiqg, when two ok) fglk^ 
iparry noli for cprnfort, buf for covetout*. 
nefs^ an4 fuah. they, faid wa^ thi&. The 
concluiion to the preHjiflesr was this, that to 
pacifie his perfecuiors, and to faye Banwell, 
he was. fain with Witfeombc fpu 99 yeeres(.I 
would it had b<!en loo.) and fo pu;fqhafe4 
hi^ peace. Thiu the Biflioprkk as weU a* 
the Bijhopyitr^ punifhed, wbp wiihedia bis 
heart he had never taken, thi^ preferment to 
fofle himfelfe in his decrepid age, with that 
(lain, that all his life he had abhorred^ a&d 
tQ be Qiade an inftrument of another mans. 
l^crile.dges. and ufed like a. leaden Conduit 
Pipe tp convey waters to others, and drinke 
npthing but the dreggs and drofle and ruft 
it felfe, wherefore right hpnefty and mp- 
deily and. no lefle learnedly writes hi^ pwne 
fonne of him in the forenamed Treatife^ 
iflumjcelicem /i/ceUx manerc maluijiir^ fujwit 
Regminis ecdefiaflici laborts timfufcipcre;cuin 
lahoribus impar fra^i^s^ fenp ruc^um illiJucrU, 
diorvm uti auxilio^ i3c^ O happy he if he 
WQi|ld rather have remained happy (wher^ 

be 
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fre Was) then to utidcrgoe the labours of Ec- 
'ddfi^ftrciall govermiiem when he grew una- 
^We to travcH. broken ^ith age, conftrained 
to nfe the Mi> ^ otbe!*s, who though theft- 
<faty Inquired a care of fo good a natur'd 
oM trian, yet 4hey proving as moft do neg« 
Jigent of others good, and too greedy of 
their owife, overthrew both; Formypart, 
though I loved him well and fome of his] 
yet in this cafe I can make no other apolo- 
gy for him, nor ufe no other plea in his de- 
fence but fu^h as able debtors doe, that when 
they are fued upon juft occafions plead /^r 
^naSy or racWertoiifcenhimto an hulband- 
fean, tliat dwdling neare a Judge that was 
a great Builder, and comming one day a- 
mong divers other Neighbours with carri- 
ages, 'feme of St6ne, fome Tin : The Stew,- 
ard, as the manner of the Country was, 
provided two Tables for dieir Dinners, for 
^hofe that came upon requeft, Powdered 
Beefe and perhaps Venifon for thofe that 
came for Wre, Poor- John and Apple-Pies^, 
and having invited them=to fit downe in his 
Lotd&4p£ name, f^ltti^ them one booi^ 

was 
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was for them fthat came in Love, the other 
for thofe that came for Money, thishufband- 
man and his Hind fate not downe at either, 
the which the Steward imputing to firoplicity 
repeated his former words againe, praying 
them to fit downe accordingly, but he an- 
fwered (for there is craftin the clouted Shoe) 
he faw no Table for him, for he came nei- 
ther for love nor mony, but for very feare ; 
and even fo I dare anfwer for this Bifhop, 
he neither gave WUfcombe for love, nor fold 
it for money, but left it for fear. 

How ilrangely he was entrapt in the unfit 
marriage I know not if it may called a mar- 
jiage. 

NonHymenasaicJlilU, non gratia lc£lo^ 

Himfelf protefted to me with Tears in his 
eyes, he tooke her but for a guid of his 
houfe, and for the reft (they were hisownQ 
words) he lived with her as Jojcph did with 
our Lady. Setting this one difgrace of 
Jiis afide, he was a man very well efteemed 

in 
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in the Counlry, beloved of all men for hi* 
great hofpitality, of the better fort for his 
kinde entertainment and pleafaftt difcourfe 
at his Table, his reading had beene much; 
his Judgement and Dofikrine found,' his go- 
vernment mild and not violent, his nrinde 
charitable, and therefore I doubt not but 
when he loft this life he wonrte heaven ac- 
cording to his word, Win God\ win all. This 
I fay truly of him which his Sonne was not 
fo fit to fay for feare perhaps of the foolifh 
faying, yet wife enough if it be well under- 
(lood. Nemo laudal fatrcm nifi improhus Ji^ 
Uus.

But what ftile fhall I ufe to fet forth this 
ftill, whom well nigh thirty yeere^ fincemy 
reverent Tutor in Cambridge ftil'd by this 
name Divine SHU, who when my felfe caifie 
to him to fue for my grace to b^ Bacchelour, 
firft he examined me ftrickdy, and after an- 
fwered me kindly, that the grace he granted 
me wai not of grace, but of merit; who was 
N often 
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often content to grace my young exercifes 
with his Venerable prefence, who from that 
time to this hath given me fome helpes, 
more hopes, all encouragements in my bell 
ftudies. To whom I never came but I grew 
ipore religious, from whom I never went 
but I parted better inftrufted. Of him 
therefore my acquaintance, my friend, my 
ijiftruftor, and laftly my piocctfan, if I 
fpeake much, it were not to be marvelled, 
if I fpeake franckly, it is not to be blamed, 
and though I fpeake partially, it were to 
be pardoned, yet to keep within my propor- 
tion, cuftome, and promife, in all thefe I 
muft fay this of him, his breeding was from 
his^ childhood in good literature, and partly 
in Mufick, which was counted in tliofe dayes 
a preparative to Divinity, neither could 
any be admitted to primam ionfuramy except 
he could firft bene le bene con bene can^ as 
they called it, which is to read well, to con- 
fter well, and to fing well, in which laft he 
hath good Judgement, and 1 have heard 
good mufick of voyces in his houfe. In 
b^ full time more full of Lcarnihg, he be- 
came 
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came Batchelor of Divinity, and after Doc* 
tor,_and fo famous for a Preacher, andcf- 
pecially a dlfputer, that the leamed'ft were 
even afraid to difpute with him, and he 
finding his owne ftrength could not ftick. to 
warne them in their Arguments to take heed 
to their anfwers, like a perfeft Fencer that 
will tell aforehand in which button he will 
give the venew, or like a cunning Chefs- 
player that will appoint aforehand with 
which pawne and in what place he will give 
the mate ; and not to infift long in a matter 
fo notorious, it may fuffice that about 
twenty yeeres fince when the great Dyet or 
meeting ftiould have beene in Germat^ for 
compofing matters in Religion, Dofclor 
5/iW was chofen for Cambridge, and Doftor 
Humphrey for Oxford, to oppofe all commere 
for the defence of the Engli/h ChurcH, for 
this his knowne fufficiency he was not long 
unfiirnifli't of. double honour. The Purit. 
tans in. Cambridge wooed him, and would 
fain have wonne him to their part ; and fee- 
ing they could not, they forbare not in.the 
Pulpit after their fafhion to glaunce at.hitii 
N 2 among 
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among others with their equivocations and 
epigrams. There was one Mr* Kay that of- 
fended them, and one laid in a Sermon^ 
that of all complexions the word neare 
fuch as were Kay- cold, and in the fanie Ser- 
mon and the like veine he faid that fom^ 
cpiild not be contented with a Living worth 
tool, a year, another worth i2o/« but iS^ 
will have more. But howfoever they fnarrd, 
this StiU was counted worthy of more, £^ 
as in the year 1592. being the 34. of the 
late Queen, he was prefet'd to this Sea 
after it had beene vacant well nigh three 
yeeres; during the vacancy I can well re«> 
member there was great enqmring w1r> 
ihould have it, and as if all Bifiiops fliould 
now be fworn to follow ufum Sarum^ every 
man made reckoning that the Mannour 
houfe and Park of Barnwell fliould be made 
a reward of fomc Courtier, it encreaft alfo 
-lihis fulpition that Sir Thomas Ilennage an old 
Courtier, and a zealous Puritan, was faid 
to have an ore in the ma"tter, whofe con- 
fcience, if it were fuch in the Clergy, as 
that was found in the Dutcby, might well 

have 
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have digefted a better Booty than BoMtM: ^ 
But ,when it was notified once who 1 Was 
named to it, I had better conceit, and 
firaight I wrot to hinias of old Cambridge 
acquaintance, and in fuch rufty Latin as I 
had. left, ; ^ve Him warning of this, rumoai-) 
which he tooke. exceeding/ kindly at iny 
hands, though fome others frowned on .me 
for.it many months after. So that, forhis 
entry to it I may boldly (ay that I iaid be^ 
fore of his Predeceflfor, that he came cleer- 
ly to it. without any.touch or fcaiidall, that 
he brought a good report from the places- 
where he had lived, (hewed himfelfe well 
natiired and courteous to the. kindred^ of 
his . Predeceflfor, .had a farre greater £me 
ofulucaming and: Merit, and which th« 
^een! liked belt of all,, was fmgle and a 
widdow^r. . Nay I may compare them yet 
fuardjer, he married alfo.foone after he wai 
fetled, and thetQueene.was nothing w^ 
^loafed with his marriage. Ho^beit in; aU 
indifferent cenfures this marpiage was muclk 
more juftifiable then the. other for age, for 
ufe, for end J he being not, too old, nor 
N3 ' flie 
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die teo yotmg, 1»eing daughter to a w6r&ip4 
ful Knight of the ikme Country and a great 
Houfe^kfiqier, and drawing with her a 
ktnde of alliance with Judge Pppham ihat 
fwacyed all the temporall government of the . 
CountTj, Thefe re(pe£b though I will. not 
fiarive greatly to praife in a Btfliop, yet the 
commoai (brt will allow no doubt for wife 
and provident, fo a^ the Queenes diiplea- 
fure (your times being fomewhat nnore pn>^ 
pitious and favourable to Biifaopficks finoe 
Bi^op WiciJutms Seitnon) was the eafier 
pacified, without focoftly Tacrifice as a whole 
Mannour, and flie contented her felfe one* 
\y to fareake a jeft upon the name of the 
fiifliop, faying to Sir Henry BarckU^y it 
was a dangerous name for a fii&op to Inatd^ 
with a Horner* Since which time he haS^ 
preached before her more then oncd^ aiul 
bath received good Teftimoniesof her ^xid 
io^ipn, land God hathalfb biefthimsnany 
t^ayes very greatly to fee bis children %^11 
brought up^ well fa^ilowed, and to bave an 
vnexpefted Revemie, out of the entrails 
€f the.Eacth (I mean the Leaden Mine3 of

to motion liisto him ;to grve towajrd it, but 
die Liaditjoxbver it vrhich would coft him 
nothing, btit he would Teply againe, well 
faid gentk Sir Arikur, you will coiFe-me 
M you foofFe me, .which is no great token 
that he liketh the; motion. Yet u his b^ ' 
ing at Balh Jie promifed them; very fijiire, 
which they are bohnd to itemeitnbftr him 
of famctimc ;by their friends. One trifling 
f accident 
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Occident' bapned to his Lbrdfiiip there that 
9-h2LVe thcHightibf iiiore c^niequence, and 
I tell him that r never knew him Ifoiiphfl 
in Argument but there. There was a 
craftdi man of B^h a RecuTant Puritan who 
condemning oar Charch,> our 3ifhops, t bur- 
Sacrkmemsj our ftayers,' was condemned 
Ystfikfkl^ to dye at the Affiles, but at ray 
«qa^ Judge Addcrion- reprieved him, aixi 
he^ waJ; ftiflfercd^ to i^main at^ Btfrt' upom 
Baile.' The fidihop confer'd witfa bim ia 
hopie to convert hiib; and firft mjriLord aU 
ledged for the <authorii)r^f the jOkurch; Su 
Augufiine / the Shoomkker . answered . Aufim 
was but a man, he produced' for andi^aity 
of Bilhops the fathers of the CcHincdliof 
Nkcy 'he anfwered, they were* aUb^bctitmen; 
and ihight erre > why then faid the; Bifbop 
thod art but a man and mayeft'and:doeft 
erre^ No Sir, faith he, the fpirit beares 
witneffe to my fpirit I am the Child of God; 
Alaffe faith the Bifhoptby blindei fpirit will 
le^d thee to the Gallowes: If I die faith 
he in the Lords ca^ufe I Ihall be a Martyr. 
The Bi(ho^ turning to me ftirr'd as xmich 
" to 
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toputy as impatience; This man, faidhe^ 
isnotaSheepe ftrayed from the fold,- for 
fach may be brought in againe on tht 
Shepheards (houlders, bat this is like a 
wild Buck broken out of a Parke, v^hofe 
pale is throwne downe, that flies the farther ] 
off, the more he is hunted. Yet this man 
that ftopt his eares like the Adder, to the 
charmes of the Bifljop, w;as after perfwaded 
by a; Lay-man, and grew comfortable ; but 
to draw to an end (in one queftion) this 
Bifliop whom L. count an oracle Toi^ leani* 
ing, would never yet give me fatisfa6iion, 
«nd that was whfen I aflcthim hii.opimdft UF 
witches. He faith, he knowes other mens ^ 
opinions both old and new writers,!but t6uld 
never fo digeft them, to make thei» an opir 
nion of his owne. All I can get is .tbi% 
' that the Devill is the old Serpent, our eixei. 
njy that we pray to be delivered from daily; 
as willing to have us think he can doe fo 
jnuch aS'-to have us perfwaded he doth no# 
ibing. To conclude of this Bifhop witht 
«ut flattery, I hofd him a rare .man for ^ 

preaching, for arguing, foriearni:ng, for 

living; I 
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living ; I could onely wilh, that in all there 
he would make lefle ufe of Logick, and. 
more of Rhetorick.

and fee that I am hke to eqirall, or rather 
exceed my Author in quantity of Volume, 
taking the proportion of the iorigeft 'Kings 
rai^e to that of Queen Elizabeth, I am the 
lefTe' troubled to thinke, that for lack <tf

I fay 
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I fay., if any flibuld follow this humour 
of JfoviuSy yet fhall he not thereby put me 
into the humour of Aretine, that anfwered 
him. For I reverence all their places, and 
many of their perfons. I know ho^ high 
their calling is, that may fay^ pro Chrijlo 
Ifgalione /ungtmur. I know that next to 
Kings, Bifhops are moft facred perfons, 
and as it were Gods on earth ; howbeit alfb 
feme of thera have the imperfeftions of 
men, and thofe not prejudiciall to the a6b 
of their office. For my part, I would I 
could fpeak much good of all, and no ill 
of any, and fay (for mine excufe) / doe not 
know them. 

Accordingly of the Bifhoprick and Bi- 
fhop of ExeUr, 1 can fay but little, namely, 
that it is fince Bilhop Harmans time (as my 
Author noted, /t7^. 337.) reduced to a good 
mediocrity, from one of the beft Bifliop- 
ricks of England; fo as now it. is rather 
worthy of pitty then envy, having but two

CONCERNING Norwich, whether it be' 
the praife of the Bifliops, or the* 
people, or both, I know not, or whether 
I have here a jiartiall relation. But by thkr 
I have heard, I ihall judge this city to be 
another Utopia: The people live all fo 
orderly, the ftreets kept folemnly ; the 
Trades-men, young and old fo induftrious; 
the better fort fo provident, and withall 
fo charitable : thar it is as rare to meet a 
be^er there, as it is common to fee them in 
• ^ O Wcjlminpr. 
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Wyimnjkr. For the four Bp6iop$ tfeat were 
ipVQue^n £/aa^eM5 time, I know nothing 
ifi particular, but that they lived as Biihops 
fboulddoe^ Sine qwtrda^ and were not war- 
riours, like 6i&pp Spfficer their predeceflbr 
in Henry the fourths time.; nor had fuch 
ftore of Gold and Silver, as he had that 
could leavy an Anny. But for the prefent 
Bifhop, I knew him but few yeeres fince 
Vicechancellor of Cambridge; and I ana 
fure he had as good Latine as any of his 
Predeceffors had, and accounted there a 
perfeft. t>ivme ; in both which refpefts he 
is to be thought very fit for the place, be- 
ipg a Maritine Town, and much fire- 
^entjed with ftrangers, very devoudy given 
ia. Religion, and perhaps underftands La- 
tino ,ajs well as Engliih.

TTTTORCESTER hkh been fdrturaft 
^ ^ m this laft age to many excellent: 
Bifiiops ; of which but two in an hundred 
yeeres hard died Bifhops thereof, the reft 
ha^vifig been removed. Alfo in leffe theri 
founecti yeeres that had one Bilhbp that 
hfcdmt Pope, tMtic)y Ckmnt the fevehth j 
anmher thsit wa» a Proteftant, as Hvgh La^- 
tymef. Of the ffcven tberefore that wer^ 
in Qoeeft EHidbdhs- time, ' I fhall in irhii 
place fpeak bat of one, and that is hini 
now living, who by bi¥th b a Gentleman of 
a very good houfe ; for Learning inferiour 
to few of his rank, ll^t was fomeftiift^ 
Chaplaine to the late Earle of Ftmlr^foke^ 
whole Noble CountefTe ufed this her Chap- 
laihes advice, I fuppofe, for the tranflation of 
the Pfalmes ; for it was more then a womans 
• O 2 Ml 
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{kill to expreffe th^ fence fo right as fhe 
hath done in her velrfe, and more then the 
Engliih or Latine tranflation could give 
heir. They; firft were means to place him 
in Landaffcy neere them ; where he would 
fay merrily his true title fliould be Jff^ for 
all the Land was gone thence. Hexame 
back over the Sea to the Sea of Exeter, and 
thence on terra Jirma to Worcejler; a place 
where both the Church and Town are at 
this day in very flourifhing eilate, and the 
Church eipecially in good Reparations, 
which I take ever for one good argument 
of a good Bifhop ; for where the fbeep be 
ragged, and the folds rotten, there I ftraight 
fuppofe is no very good fhepheard : yet, as 
every generall Rule, hath commonly fome 
excepti(»)s, fo hath this in fome places in 
England^ and many more in WaleSy of which 
I fliall in their due place note fomewhat in 
the infuing Treatife.

OF this twice Bifliop Scory I have heard 
but little, yet it hath bieen my for- 
Iture to read fotftething that will not be 
•amifle' to acquaint your Higl^Vfeffe with, that 
)'0ii may fee how Satkn doth* lift the' lives 
and doings of EngUffi Bifhops with the 
'Qiiilis fometimes of Strangers and ForSiign- 
ers: Por whereas this oiir Englifti modeft 
writer ohely reports how he was firft Bilhop 
of tkicfujier, being but Batchelour of Di- 
vinity, and deprived for no fault but that 
be continued not a Batchelour, whereupon 
be fled for Religion (as tbe^phrafe was) tiH 
commiiig home in the yeere 1560 he was 
preferred to Hereford: th6 Frenth writer 
ftayeth not there, though he profefled to 
be a great enemy to Idolatry, yet in ano- 
O 3 ther 
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ther fence according to St. Pauly he be- 
came a woilhipper of Images (not Saints 
but Angels) belike he feared fome future 
tempefl:, and therefore thought to provide 
better for himfelfe then he had at Chichefter^ 
fo as what with pulling downe houfes and 
felling the Lead, and fuch loofe e^ds, what 
with fetting up good huibandries, what with 
Leafes to his Tenants, with all manner of 
viis et modiSy he heaped together a great 
mafle of wealth. He that hath ftorc of 
mef tie muj^^aijSb h^tve fome droffe, and no 
marvaile if this Bifhop then according to 
his name had much Scoria with this tr6a« 
fure. A noble and honourable Councel- 
lour and then . Lord ;Prefident of Wakiy 
hearing !<? frequent complaints made of 
him for oppreffions, extortions, fymonies, 
and ^he like, caufed a bill to be preferred 
into the Starrchamber againft him ; in which 
bill was contaiqed fuch ma^tter as was enough 
not onely to 'difgrace him, but ta degrade 
hin\,.if it had been accordingly follpw^ed. 
His Sollicitour of his caufes brings him a 
Copy of_the bill, and .in reading* it with 

him 
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him feemed not a little dififnaid in his be^* 
halFe, much like to the fervant of Eliflui 
that came trembling to his Matter, and told 
him hxm they were beleagred with a huge 
Army. But this Bilbop though not indewed 
with the fpirit of a Prophet, yet having a 
fpirit that could well fee into his profit, bidi 
his SpIIicitour (who, was his kinfman, per« 
kips his fifters brothers fonne) to be of good 
comfort ; adding it may be the very words 
of Elipia^Jor there art more of our fide then 
againfi us. But when his Geh^zi (for. the 
comparifon fuits better to the man then to 
the matter) could fee as yet no comfortable 
vifion, The good Bi|hop did not open, his 
eye^ to let him fee as Elijha^did the Chariots 
of fire on the tops of the mountains : but he 
opened his awn bag^ and fliewed him fome 
legions or rather chiliads of Ang^lls, who en-- 
tring all at once, not into a herd of Swine, but 
into, the hoard of a.Lfidy that then was po"^ 
tent yith him that wa^ Domnus/ac tolum, 
caft fuch a Gloud into the Star-chamber, 
that the bill was never openly heard of 
after. This .or the like and much more to 

the 
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the lite effeO: writes this French Author of 
the Taid Bifliop of Henfori^ though thi 
?f reatife il felfe >as not fpecially meant 
agd:infl; tlie Bilhop, bat againfl: a temporall 
Lord of a highet fanck that Wa^ not a little 
neikd with the fame. In fo much as many 
travelling Gentlemen, and awroing others 
this Bifhops fonn^ was called in qucftion for 
ihe publffliing of this booke, belike becaufe 
(bitte pairtitulatiti^s 6f this tnatter were dif* 
covered that cbuW come from none but 
tiib. But to eofrte feigaine to this Biflrop, 
I hope if (haH be ho jutt fcandall to other 
good Bifhops, Jddas will have Succeffors 
SLS well as Jamt% ^nd .^zV^n Mag;ii% as well 
as'SAnon Pd^ (knd Sometime peAap^ both 
5h oiie chaire. This man indeed had 
been brought up in the age of flie Fryafs 
Ihalt made much of themfelves, and relin- 
tjujfht their Cells, that read iii the old Tef- 
taniem/^/e)^^ (3fac, but left out bonum; for 
to he followed the Text in the tierw Tefta- 
.liient, Maii you friends oflhetoicked Mainmon, 
tut left out that part that fbould'havc 
brought him to everlafting TabernaclcJ. 

For 
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For if Gods mercy be not the greater, I 
feare his frietid and he are met in no plea^ 
fant manfion, though too durable, if the 
vifion of Henry Lord Hun/don were true, 
as an honeft Gentleman hath often reported 
it.

Doftor Herbert Westphaling'. 

There fucceeded him a learned and fai 
mous Doftor indeed, Dr. Wefphaling, who 

after 
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after he had been a Bifcop divers yeeres, '' 
yet to fliowe that good Bflliops doe noi ^ 
^uite difcomimie their ftodies, but rather 
incrtafe t-heir knowletlge with rheir dignity, 
came to Oxford at her Majefties kft being 
there, and madie an eloquent and copious 
©ration before i her, for tonchjfioH-of thfi 
fiivihity difpuutiom: amdng "*»hich'onc 
fpeciall queftibn thftt bred rtwh attention, ; 
4ras th«, whether it be fewftrfl to diffemble 
in cafcifeof Raigion? Aftd one Argument : 
pnore witty tlien pithy, prbdac-edhy anop' 
ponent was this, it is lawfull todifputeof 
Religk)H-,>th«reforeitis lawfuH to diffenible; ; 
and urging jt, farther, he faid thus,> I my 
felf now do^ that which is lawfull, but I do 
liiow ^iflemble. £r^,- k is kwfull to dif- 
feai&leij, at wlweh- her Majefty a*jd atltlie 
Auditory ^ere f&ty merry, I co^Id maJce 
a rehearlall of fome of the Bifliops Otitkn 
concerning this queftion, how he allowed a 
fecrecy, but without diffimulation, a policy 
but not without piety, lead men taking too 
piuch of the Serpent, have too little of the 
Oove, but I am fure in all his fpcech he 
. . allowed 
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dlowed no equivoc8^tion« Howbeit, if I 
fhould infift loqg hereon, I miglit commit 
tb^ feme f^uU to y0ur Highnefs, that the 
Queen at thax tin^e fQund in him, which 
wa^ that ihe thought him too tedious. For 
(be h^d fent twice to him to cut fliort his 
Oration^ because her felf went to make a 
publique fpeech that levening^ but iie woald 
not, or as fome told her, he could not put 
himfelf out of a fet.raethodicall fpe^ech, £br 
fear he fhould have marr'd it all, and per- 
haps confounded his memory. Wherefore 
Ihe forbare her fpeech that day, and mpre 
pfivately the next morning, fending for ihe; 
heada, of Houfes, and a few others Ihe 
fpake to them in Latin, and among others 
ftie fchoord Doftor Reynolds^ for his prq-; 
cifcne6, willing him to follow her Law3,.. 
and not run before them. But i^ deemed; 
he had forgotten it when be came laft to 
UampUm Court, fo as there he received a 
better fcbooling^ I may not forget boyr; 
the Queen in the midft of her oration, cafti 
ing ber, eye afide^ and feeipg the old Lord 
Trcafurcr Burleigh ftanding.on hU lame feet 

for 
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for want of a ftool, flife call'd in all faafte 
for a ftooj for him, nor would Ihe proceed 
in her fpeech till ftie faw him provided of 
one, then felllhe to it again, j5* if there 
tofcd been no interruption ; upon which one 
that might be fo bold with her, -tc^d her 
afi^, that Ihe did it of purpofe to Ihowc 
tim ihe could interrupt her fpeech, and 
im. be put out, ahhough the Biihop durft 
noi'adventjate to do a lefs matter the day 
before. 

^ But this Bi&op was every way a very fuffi^ 
cicnt man, and for fuch efteemed while he 
was of ChriJl^Church. Trifling accidents 
fliowe as good proof of times, as the waigh* 
tieft occafions. Such a oile hapned to this 
Dodor while he was' of ahe Univerfity, as a 
(Scholar of that time hath told me, and it 
v^as this. There had been a very Iharp 
ffoft (fuch as have been many this ycere, and 
ai fudden rain or fleet falFmg with it froni 
the South-Eaft) had' as it were candied all 
that fide of tfie fteeple at CArj/?-CfercA, with 
atv ice mixed with fnow, which with the

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irnv^ oH <ht Shh (otm ♦fter to. of tb« 

clock .lneg9«ii 4Q r^li^y^, ^nd Doftor PT^-, 
phaling being in the middle of his Sermon, 
it fell down altogether upon (he Leads of 
the Church, with fuch a noyfe, as if indeed 
it liepuld luve thtmvip down the whole 
Qiurch* . Tlie peopba (m in fiidden terrors 
ifl.ilfuatt) iiU'd a^ll widi Uimult, and eadh 
mm faafted to be gone &> &ft that they kio^ 
deiied odc ajiodier« He firA kneeled down» 
wd XMQiiimeadiiig faiotlblf to God> as in 
theapprehenfionofalfiKlain duiger, ftraight 
voSb again^ jaisA imkh fo chearfuil, bodi 
Vfiifie And cQUiHiettance, enoMuaged them 
«3 ibe^ sin relumed, and he quietly finilhed 
bis Sermon^ Bsjtt bis chief praife I refervd 
for ^Q h&f wbidi was this ; for all fuch be« 
ne&c^s as imher Were in his own, guift, or 
fen istto bisfaiuod by Lapfe, which were not 
few^ and fome .of great value, he neither 
reljpeded hswt^ nor conimendations of 
JUurds BPV Knights, nor Wife nor friends 
in pre&rmcntof any m^m but onely their 
CafflcJBiicy aad their good converCition^ fo 
P as 
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as to fue for a benefice unto him, was^ ra- 
ther a means to mils then to attain it. 

Do&or Robert Bennet. 

Tfeis BHhop vtas pffeferrld to this place 
fince my Author wrote his Catalogue, fo as 
he is not therein Ipecified; yet muft I not 
do him that wrong to omit in this relation* 
This is he (if your Highnefle do remember 
it) of whom hisMajefty £iid, if he were to 
chufe a Bilhop by the afpeB, he would 
chufe him of all the men he had' feeii> for 
a grave, reverent, and pleafing- counte- 
nance. Concurring herein in a fort, thou^ 
by contraries with the judgement of Henry 
the fourth Emperour^ .who commitig from 
hunting one day (as MalmrJburyvfTiicih) went 
for devotion fake into a Church, where a 
very ill-fiivoUred faced Fried was at fer- 
yice. The Emperour.ihinking^ his virtjies 
futed his vifage, faid.to bimfelf, how can 
God like of fd ugly a fellows fervice. But 
it fortuned at that inftant, the Priefts boy 

mumbling 
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mumbling of that verficle in the hundred 
Pfalm, Ipfe nos Jtcii i3 non ipji nos, and be- 
caufe he pronounced it not plainly, the 
Prieft reproved him, and repeated it again, 
aloud, Ipfe nos fecit (3 non ipJi nos, which the 
Emperour applying to his own Cogitation, 
thought the Prieft to have fome prophetical 
fpirit, and from that time forward efteemed 
bim greatly, and made him a Bifhop. Thu^ 
that Bilhop, though he could not fet fo good 
a face on it, yet perhaps he got as good a 
Biflioprick. But to come to our Bilhop 
whom my felf knew in Cambridge, a Matter 
of Art, and a proper aftive man, and 
plaid well atT<rnms; and after that, when 
he came to be a Batchellbr of Divinity, he 
would, toffe an Argument in the Schools, 
better then a Ball in the Tennis-court. A 
grave Boftor yet living, and his ancient al- 
luding to his name in their difputatioh, called 
^n% Erudite BenediSle, and gave him for his 
Outward as well as inward Ornaments great 
commendation. He became after Chap- 
lain to the Lord Treafurer Burleigh, .wha> 
Pa was 
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Vras vciry carious, and no iefle fortanou* a 
the thayee of kis Chaplaitis> and they no 
kfie happy in the choyee of their iPnam, 
as Mr. J>ajf aft^ ftiftiop of Wmtke/ieti die 
fiifliop I now fpeak of.

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cies fuddenly break forth. His Patron that 
ftudied projeSs of policy, as much as pre- 
cepts of piety, hearing of his fame, and 
meaning to make ufe thereof, fent for him 
-{as I have credibly heard) and dealt ear- 
neftly with him, to hold up a fide that was 
even then falling, and to maintain certain 
date points of Puritanifme. But he had 
too much of the Zyfpog in him to be fcar'd 
with a Councellours frown, or blown afide 
with his breath, anfwered him plainly, they 
were not onely againft his Learning, but 
his Confcience. The CoUncellour feeing 
this man would be no Fryer Pinhie (to be 
taught in a Clofet what he fhould fay at 
Pauls) difmift him with fomc difdain far the 
tiriie; but afterward did the more reve- 
rence his integrity and honefty, and be- 
came no hinderer to his enfuing prefer- 
ments. Of thefe one w^as Prebend in Padst 
belonging to him, they call the^Confeffor 
or Confeffioner, a place notdrioufly abufed 
in time of Popery by their tyranny and fu- 
perftition ; but now of late by a contrary

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extmm too mucih forgotten and negleded : 
while be held thit place^ hi» ikianner wM, 
jefpecially in Zeiti time, to walk diily at

though not many, he might impart it to

One that ftie. liked e^ceed- 
ift^y was of the Plough, qf which fhe faid, 
bdrlows Text might Iee;in taken fjrom the 
Cjirt, but his talk may teach you all in the 
CctUTt. He made a Sermon not long after

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that at Pauls y which men, efpeci^ally Puri- 
tans, did much miflike, and for that caufe 
call it (alledging to bis, name) the. Barley 
Loaf, not marking tow much honour tjey 
give it in their fcorri, by example, both of 
the old Teftament and new. In the old 
Teftament, the Barley Loaf fignified C^ 
deons fy70vd, ordained to deftroy the wicked.

chefts, as God would have it, and hart no 
< living creatnre. He did many good fer* 
vices iti Ireknd for our Queen and Slate» 
for which he was thought worthy of a better 
aboade, then in that Fiitgatory. 

Hehsyth very good undarftanding of that 
Conntrey, and if fome others, who ore 
fince gone out of this world, had been as 
willing as ho- to have reported to his Ma« 
jefty the difeales of that Coumrey and the 
iitteft cures, it may bt it would not in long 
time kive^ needed thofe defperate remedies 
of SecandunL and Urcndum, as (harp to the 
Surgeons oftentimes as to the Patients.

number 666. making Laiinus with which he 
faid he could prove the Pope to lie Aiitr- 
chrift alfo, of the fatal! number of 88. which 
being fo long before Ipoken of for a dan- 
gerous yeere, yet it hath pleafed God that 
yeere not only to preferve her but to give 
her a famous vrSqry, againil the united 
Forces of Rome and Spaine ; and ib he faid 
there was no doubt but fee fhould pafle this 
yeere alfo and many more, if fee would in 
Jier Meditations and Soliloquies with God, 
as he doubted not fee often did, and would 
fay thus and thu3. So making indeed aft 
excellent prayer by way of Profopopeia in 
• her Majefties perfon acknowledging Gods 
great graces and benefits and praying de- 
voutly for the continuance of them/ but 
withall interlarding it with fome paflages of 
Scripture that touch the infirmities of age ;

TT is deubtfeflfe a wondwfuli atttiquity 
^ that my Auihour producetb of Lmdaff^ 
that it profefledi Chriftianity, and had a 
Church for Chriftiart Religion in thCsyeeit 
of our Lord i^. But alas^ for a man tio 
boaft of great Nobility, and goe in ragged 
dothes, and a Church to^ be praifed for 
great antiqiiity, and make rmntous (howes, 
is in mine opinion according to the vulgar 
pro^erbe,^ great boaji, and a JmaU roafi. 
But by this Authors relation it appe&re^, 
this roaft was fo marred by an ilt Cookt> 
as by a worfe Kitchen; for in the yeere

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lick, iim full two moneths vacastt, and 
tfoidd a$ willingly have given him a much 
toter in her own difpoiition, as may well 
appeare ki that ftie gave Do3or Cooper the 
Biflioprick of Lincolne, onely for making a 
DIdionafy, or rather but £br mending that 
which Sir Thamas Eliot had made before. 
Of tim Biihop therefore I may %eake 
i^ringly, yea, rather fpare all ^eech, con^ 
fidedng diat every leafe of his worthy^ 
worke, b a &fficient teftimony of his ver^- 
tuou^ minde, unfktigable induftry, and in- 
finite reading; for even ae^we fee com.-* 
tnonly, thofe gentlemen that are well de^ 
&ende4 and better bred, are mod carifiil 
10 preferve the true memory and pedigree 
of their Anceftors, which the bafe and ig^ 
norant, becaufe they could not conferve^ 
will feeme to condemne: So this worthy 
fiilhop, coUe£ting fo diligently, and relate 
ing fo faithfully the fucceflion and lives of 
fo many of our Chriilian moft reverend]^* 
flu>ps in former ages, doth prove himfelfe 
mora by fpirituall, then carnall birth, to

come of thofe Anceftors, of whom it ws^ 
long before prophecyed hy the princely 
Prophet, Infifiad ^ ih^. Fathers, ihmi Jhfilt 
have Children rulmm thaujhtdt make Princes k 
ail places. Though the policy of thefe Mat- 
ter times hath fought to make our Fathers 
ait but Children, and younger brothers (as 
they fay) and to diiinherit them of their pa- 
trimonie ; he ^eiJ^rveth ifaerefore a pen 
much better then mine, and equall to his 
own, to doe that for him he hath done for 
others. Before his going to Exeter, I had 
ibme acquaintanc.e with him, and have heard 
him preach more tb^n once ,at our Affizcs 
and ^fe where, his manner ^vas to be fhaq^e 
againft the Vices moft abouiiding in that 
time, Sacriledge, Symony, contempt of 
God -inviiis Minifters, and want of Charity. 
Amongft other of his Sermons, preaching

ThU 
i^eech was lb Hi taken by fome guilty con* 
fcience, that a great mauer was inforc'd to 
be made of it, ibat it was a dangerous and 
feditious rpeecb; and why? forfooth be« 
caule it was a deare yeere ; font fee how a 
mans enemies Ibmetimes doe him as much 
good as bis friends: their fond accufatioa 
and his-difcreet jttftification made him both 
better known, and more reijpe£led by them 
that were able to dee him moft good. 
Since this he hath lived in fo remote places 
from my occaGons, fiiil at Exeter, and then 
beyond fea in Wda, that I am became al- 
moft a ftranger to ;his pei^on, but yet I am 
growne better acquainted with his writings 
both in Latine and En^iSi, and namely 
by tills 4iis Catalogue, which having read 
firft with ^i>eat contentment to my fdf ; I 
have finee for your Highneffe pleafure pe- 
rufed again, and prefumed to adde fome 
notes, and. a table, by way of Alphabet, 
for the more readie finding of moft memo- 
rable matters, befide a fupply of fuch as 
were in his edition wanting ; of whom find- 
S ing 
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iiig himfelfe to be one^ that cbmming in fii 
worthiljr was unworthy to be^ft out. I give 
him here in his dae place his more due coot* 
mendation^ which if I &auld fortune upon 
fwne e&vie to have forborn, or upon ju%&- 
ment no have omitted^ as a praife needlefle 
where the whole worke is his praife, be 
might worthily have faida^much of me^ as 
I wrote of a certaine Poetafter fojoae yeeres 
paft, who left me out of the beadriXHil of 
fame riming paper blotters that he call'd 
Poets.

CO?JCERNING the Arch-bifliQp$ pf 
l^nlf that have been in the fonftCff' 
asgie^, whofe lives are psirticuiarly related 
by this Author, it feemes to me a viAlr 
tor ' worthy fome note, that there have 
beene of thenn, for devotion and pietie, 
as I'holy, for blood and nobilitie, as hi^, 
Qf weabh and ability as huge, as any not 
S 2 onely 
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oncly of Efigktnd but .of Europe. NoW 
that every age may have his excellency, 1 
ynl\ fay this of our age, I meane for fome 
fifty yeeres paft^ in which there hath beene 
feven Arch>bi(hops of Yorke, that thcfe 
Jiave beene as excellent in courage, in leam^ 
ing, and eloquence; for Dodor Nicholas 
Heath whom her late Mayefty found both 
Arch-biihop and Chancellor (though fhe 
did^ake or rather receive both from him) 
yet did ibe ever gratefully acknowledge 
both hi« cpurage and fideli^ fliow'd ia ber 
caufe, and uied no man of his religion fo 
graciouily. Of Arch-bifiiop GrmiaU I 
have fpoken before, and in his due place 
given him his due praife ; now I am to adde 
a woi:d or two of Arch-bifhop Yoiung^ that 
in die third yeere of Queen EUzaSetA wat 
made Arch-bifhop. He was firft Bifhc^ of 
Saint Davidsy and either next or very foon 
after Bifhop Farrar, who among other ar- 
ticles that were alleaged againft him, had 
one that I thinke was never alleaged againft 
Clergy-man or Lay-man before, and that 
was fbr riding on a Scottilh faddle ; b^t this

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Bi&kxp milked more wzr^y then iliat Biftop 
did lide, fe » this came to live in a ftate 
when K'taiKT died at a Aake : aadiiowr great 
be^er his rhonoiir was in being i)oih AcciN 
bcfhop and Preluient, he left one prt&kol 
diat too xoiany are apt to follow^ i«Uoh iraiBi 
die potting downe of a goodly Hall, for 
the greedineffe of the ^Lead that covered it. 
PbmHfmda James, A draiiie >ddfire and 
miwimhy part, mAi ^^laich he tftamed the 
reputation of leamitig and setigicm, that 
was beforeafcribedtohim, and al&oiigh'by 
meanes of fewie great friend this (v^asleOe 
fpdk^n cf in his life time then tffter, T^et tf 
I have beent rightly iffkfoimcd, evenby thiit 
he was made n6 great gainer. Tfoe it «», 
he purchafed great things of the fiarle of 
Antndell, and how his heires thrive witli it, 
I doe not heare, but there is a perilow 
verfe, De tndlequcejith vixgaudtt tertms hieres. 
For my owne ^part I muft cbi^Fefife, that 
where I iinde that fame deftroying and re- 
viving fpirit, that in the Apoealyps is named 
in Hebrew Abaddon, and founds in my En^ 
^Jlb eare and heart, a iad onty I lu^e€k 
S 3 there 
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there is Ikde true veitue or goAineflfe hae^ 
bour'd in that breaft. But if he were findf 
beguiled of all this Lead l^ his great friend 
that would be bold widi hinr, I imagine that 
none that heares it will much biment it ; at 
a venture, I will tell your Highnefie the 
tale that I heard> from as good a man as l 
tell it of, onely becaufe he named not the 
parties, I cannot precifeljr affirme it was 
this man, but I dare affiime this ma« was 
as worthy of it.

How 
often a man lofes a friend with a jeft, and 
how grievous it is for a mans vanity to be 
croft in the humour. This fpeech of my 
Loidsthat I Ihould think, intended friendly, 
uttered faithfully, and applyedeven fatherly 
unto him, he took in fo deep difdain and 

defpife 
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decile, that howfoever iie finotheKd k for 
tfae prefent, from that timeforward he (ought 
a mean <o revenge it. And wanting net*' 
dier wit lo devife^ nor courage to execute 
his defign, he found out, or at leaft he iup* 
pofed he had found a ftratagem, not onely 
to wreak this firom on the good Biflhc^ that 
miftrufted nothing, but alio to make the 
old mans purfe pay for the finifliing of die 
new houfe.

Lordfaow thisxam^ to paffe. The Biikop 
teHs.faim vbth a gneat Protefiatiop, that he. 
was hfetiiayed by his man and his Hoajft,. 
htik fii%e£ting ^e Kni^ to be pf the 
^mrvm. The Knight i^Slj& him in all ho 
&id, condqles^tbe: great mxi^aQ££, is for- 
roiwfuU foi? the .'danger^ and carefi»ll for the 
honour, of the Biihops and fpeciall^/the 
Church* .

Doftor Thoby Matthews. 

The praifes of a friend are partial! or 
fufpicious, of {Irangers uncertain and not 
indicious, of courtly perfons complernentall 
•and mannerly, of learned and wife men 
more pretious, of a Prince moft cordiall 
and comfortable ; but of ' an adverfary, 
though often dangerous, yet never unde- 
ferved :, what exceptions then can be taken 
to his juft prayfes, whom friends commend, 
ftrangers admire, Nobles imbrace, the 
Learned affeft and imitate, his Soveraigns 
have advanced, and even his enemv and 
emulous cannot chufe but extoll and ap- 
prove.

lets no fiookc paffe, which for Authour, 
matter, or wit, hath any fame, who hath 
fo happy a memory that no occafion (lips 
him, whether premeditate or (udden, either

he hath read. But it is worth the hearing,

you will be taken, whait'^ your iiame, Cox 
iaith the party, and fo preft as the manner 
is to come into the Count, make him more 
room there laid he, lot Coxcome in. Such 
facetious pailages as thefe, chat are as de** 
lightfuU to the hearer, as a fair courfe at 
lilt is to the beholders, where the ftaffe 
^breaks both at the j>oint, and counterbuffe 
even to ibe hand, iiich 1 fay a man might 
colle£t a volume x>f, not at the fecond 
hand but at the firft, that had been fi> 
much in his company, and fo oft at his 
board as I have been, but that I mud keep 
good manners, remembring the Greek Pro- 
verb, ju/ciw ftiiAuovx cvfAvrr^y, Odi mmorem 
CGmpoiorcm. Aixi if your Highueffe had a 
faincy to hear more of them, Mr. Doflor 
Dromond can as well relate them as my felf, 
jK)th <5f us having mtx in his Graces difli 

fomeiimes, 
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foroctimcs, and tafted of this fawce. Yet 
this kind of pleafantnefs thai I repeat as 
one of his prayfes, himfelfe will irioft feri- 
ouffy check in hi'mfetfe, fometime as his 
fault and infirmity, which he confeffes he is 
inforced to ufe, fometime as a recreation 
<rf his wearied fpirits, after more painfull 
and ferious ftudies, and though in thefe con- 
ceits, the wit might feem to labour, as 
much as in thefe graved, ,and had need to 
cany as it were, a good bent to fend them 
fo fmartly as they come from him ordina- 
rily : yet methinks it may be fitly compared 
to a bow that will endure bending the con- 
trary way, and thereby come to call the 
better in his right bent, or by a more homely 
comparifon, to a true and tough Labourer 
in our Countrey, that having fweat at hard 
labour all the week, alketh no better re- 
freftiing, then to fweat as faft with dancing 
about the May-pole, or running at Bafe, 
or wreftling upon the Holiday. Where- 
fore let himfelf call it bis fault, as I have* 
heard, him oft, and fay he knows fuch nu- 
X * gacity 
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gacity becomes not his place, and lament 
that nature and cuftome have fo fram'd 
him, that when he ceafes to be pleafant at 
his meat, he muft ceafe to be ; for my part, 

1 fpeak frankly, I will love this fault in him, 
if it be a fault, and be glad if I can follow 
it, having learnt an old rule of my mother 
in law, At meat be glad^ for Jin be fad; and I 
will fay hereafter for my felfe, 

Havd metuamfijam nequto dejendere crinun 
Cum tanto commune viro^ 

Or, as upon no like occafion, I wrote ten 
yeeres fince to Dr. Eedes. 

Though Momus love mens lines and lives tojcam^ 
He faith he thinks me no dijhonefl man ; 
Yet one great fault of mine he oft rehearfes, 
Which is, I am too full af Toyes and Verfes: 
True Momus true it is, my fault I grant; 
Yet when th.mfkalt thy greatefl vertues vaunt, 
. / -'.iow fome worthy [pints one might entice 

2 Icuve that greatefl vcrtuefor this Vice. 

But 
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But if any will be fo Stoicall as to make 
this cdnfeflion of my Lords grace (which 
is indeed of grace) to ferve them for an ac- 
cufation, to give him thereby the nick-name 
of Nugax, given 500 yeeres paft to RaduU 
phus Arch-bi(hop of Canterbury, and fuccef- 
four of the great Anfdme, as is noted in the 
Catalogue p. 38. I fhould think them un- 
juft and undifcreet to ftir up new emulation, 
between Canterbury and Yorke; but rather 
I might compare him with one of his own 
predeceffors in Durham, Cuthbert Tunftall, p. 
532 of the fame booke, well worth the 
reading and remembring. In the mean 
time let npe lay their cenforious mood with 
this verfe. 

Quijic nugalur traBantem utferia vincat, 
Hie tra£laiurus feria quantus erat. 

But to draw to an end, I will tell one 

aft of his of double piety, donne not long 

fince. He made a journey, accompanied 

vith a Troop, fit for his calling, to Brijloll, 

X 2 to 
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10 fee his mother, who was then living, but 
not able to traviel to him,; after much kind- 
neife fhewed to her, and much bounty to 
the City, he went to vifit his other mother 
of Oxfordy and comming neer the Town 
with that troop of his retinue, and friends 
to the water, it came into his mind how 
that time 40 yei^re, or more, he paft the 
fame water, as a young poor fcholler, going 
to Osffifrd, remembring Jacobs words, In 
hacuo meo trunfivi Jcrdanem iflvm^ CSc. with 
my ftafFe I paffed over this Jordan, and 
now I pafle over again with thefe troops, 
he was ib moved therewith, thsa he alighted 
• from tiis horfe, and going apart, with de* 
vout tears of joy and thankfulncfle, he 
kneeled down, and ufed fome like words. 

It may feem pity that a man of fo fweet 
and milde difpofition (hould have any crofle, 
bttt he that -fends them knowes what is beft 
for his. He hath had one great domeilicatl 
crofle, though he beares it wifely, not in 
his wife, for flie is the beft reported and re- 
puted 
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puted of her fort I thinke in England^ and 
they live together by St, Pauls rule, Utantes 
hocfeculo. 

But I mean fuch a croffe as David had 
in his fonne Abfalom, for though he gave 
both confent and commiffion to profecute 
him, yet nature overcame difpleafure, and 
forced him to cry, Abfalom my fonne, my fonne, 
Iwoxdd I might fuffer for ihee or in thyjlcad 
my Jonne, my fonne. For indeed this fonne 
of his whom he and his friends gave over 
for loft, yea worfe then loft, was likely for 
learning, for memory, for fharpneffe of 
wit, and fweetneffe of behaviour to have 
proved another Thohy Matthew, neither is* 
his cafe fo defperate, but that if he would 
belief Matthew better then Thoby, I would 
thinke yet there were hope to reclaime 
him.

TT isvnoted of Dionyjius of: Sicily that he 
A had np care of any religion that was 
profeffed.in his country, ,.as,oefther Jijud his

Bqafd pf .Qold, becaufe bis f^th^r Ap^ilo 
had no:Beafd, an^ Jw/i/ers. golden CJpake

<:onferre fpnietiraes :with Philqfophers, and 
have the choyfeft of them and give ti)^m 
honourable entertainment, which honour at 
laft bred him this commodity, that lofing 
his Crowne hee learned to beare poverty 
not ondy without difrnay but with fome dif-

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pqrt. The Jike J may fay of ft late gre3X 
IJarle »pf thjs |lcalipe, Sonne of a gr^at 
DuH^, who J though :he made.no great. cpn- 
fcience to ijpQyle the Chnrch .livings no 
more ^hen did JiiSffather, yetfor^his.reppta- 
tipp ,and perhaps for bis rqcre^tion, he 
wpjLildhaye fon^e.chpycje an^ e^gelleptnien 
for his,GhaplaioQs qf bpth ^niverfities, jks 
Elpftor J'hoby Matikcw, ,npw Arch-bifhpp of 
Ifpr^^, Jb)pQ,OT John, Still B^ifhop of fi^i&Sin^ 
WtUs, and \\iis [Preljate that I s^m now to 
jjpeake .of DoQor Jams then Peane of 
Chrift-.Chnrch, and this ihope of comfqrt 
can^e tp his Lordlhrp thereby, that if it 
pleafed Qod to imp^art any mei:c;yto him (fis 
bis mercy endureth for ever) it was by the 
fpeciall Miniftery of this man, who was ^he 
Jaft of his Coat .th^t .was \Hith him in his 
fickneffe. Cpncerningthis .Bilhopriqk it is 
forn[ierly noted hy ^ipine Authpvir, that it 
\yas,pqce diffplvedby Aft of Ps^rliament in 
the -Minority qf JJ^ing Edward the .ftxth, 
v(hat time the two new Dukes of Samnurfct 
and Northumberl^d, like the Souldiers that 

caft 
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caft lots for Chrifts garment divided between 
them Patrimonium Crucifixi, namely, the 
two good Bifliopricks of Bath and Durham, 
one being defigned as a feat for the Wef- 
tern Duke, the other for the Northern; 
and whereas by an old Metamorphofis, the 
Bifliop of Durham had beene Earle of Nor- 
thumberland, now by a new Apothcofis the 
Duke of Northumberland would have beene 
Bifliop of Durham : But qui defpexit de ccdo 
deridebat cos. That vifible hand that wrote 
in the wall while Balthafar was quaffing in 
the holy Veflels, that hand though invifible 
weighed thefe petty Monarchs In the bal- 
lance of Gods Judgements, found them 
too light; and becaufe they fhould not 
grow too long, they were both cut ftiorter 
by the head : the Bifliopricks reftored to 
what they now are by Queen Mary, one be- 
ing in fubftance, the other by accident of 
leaden Mines, two of the beft Bifliopricks 
of England, and as worthy Bifliops they 
have had, efpecially thefe two of them, 
namely two Matthews are fpoken of in the 

Title 
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Title of Yenkt. There remaines now thi^ 
third, who having had yet fcant a yeerc 
and a day as they fay, I have the leffe to 
ipeake of as of a fiifhop. But that exa* 
mining by the infallible fquare fet downe 
by St. Paul to Timothy chap. 3. for choycc 
of a Biftiop he will be found as worthily 
chofen as any : For his Learning it may be 
fidficient to fay he was Deane oi Chrijl^ 
Churchy which as I have faid formerly at^ 
tainefi not to but choyce men, and there 
are iermons of his extant in print that tef- 
tifie no leffe. For bofyitality which is ,% 
fyeciall praife of a Bifliop, he (hewed io 
Oxford his difpofition tbejreto in that leffe 
hability, and for both at once at the com^ 
ming of divers great States, and laftly fif^ 
teen y^seres paft of the Queen her fclfe 
before whom he preached, and to whom 
he gave fo good ei^jtertainment, as her 
Majefty eomipended ,ibe order and manner 
of k lor^ after ; which commendation of 
*^eH fetting out and ordering a feaft^ I 
ihould have thought of the leffe moment, 

. if 
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if I did not finde in Plutarke in the life of 
Paidus jEmylim a great Captain and Con- 
queror, and otlierwile a man of much ver- 
tue and temperance the well ordering of 
a feaft to be efteemed not one of his leaft 
commendations. But I will conclude with 
a greater and more worthy commendation; 
and which I could wifti, as it is examplar, 
fo it might be followed by all enfuing Bi- 
fliops. For whereas Durham houfe had been 
granted to Queen Elizabeth onely during 
her life, when few thought that fuch a houfe 
would have proved too little for her eftatc. 
It fortuned after fhe was Queen this houfe 
to be neglefted according to the proverbe 
not unfit to be applyed to his Learning that 
firft built it. Prcejlat ejfe caput afini quam 
Cauda leonis. Among other roomes the 
Chappell was not onely prophaned but even 
defaced. The good Bifhop the firft thing 
he doth at his coimming repaires this Chap- 
pell, and furniflieth it within in comely 
and coftly fort; for which good mind and 

aa, 
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aft, I doubt not but Cod will build him a 
houfe. toward which he fhaii ever have my 
bed wiihes.

THIS Bilhoprick, as my Authour hath 
touched page 540, and 543. hath 
beene fo fortunate to Jiave yeilded too fm- 
gular examples of fidelity and loyalty of 
Prelates to their Soveraigne, one of efpe- 
ciall marke worthy to be cannonized with 
the Patron of Venice. St. Marke was alfo 
named Merks commended here by my Au- 
thour, and no leffe worthily extolled by Mr. 
Samuel Daniely in his excellent Poem of the 

civill 
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tivill Warres of Lmcajltr and Ytrke. Tlie 
other was Bifbop Oglethorpe, vho when all 
the Bifliops of England refufed to Growne 
Elizabeth becaufe of her Religion, yet he 
being him felfe of a contrary R^Hgkn^ per- 
formed it, neither of thefe received their 
reward in this world that they were worthy. 
Merks being removed from Carli/le to SatMS 
in Gretce, viz. out of Gods bleffing into 
a warme funne as the faying is, OgUihorfe 
enduring deprivation becaufe even at die 
Coronation he would not omit the ceremony, 
of elevation, howbeit it is fuppofed if he 
had not lb fuddenly after dyed of the griefe, 
her Majefty would have had fome fpeckll 
refpeft of hitn above all fellowes, which I 
ipeake not upon meere conjefturc, but upon 
fome fpeech of her Majefty ufed to tfec 
prefent fiifiiop that now k, for when fhee 
received his honwige, (he gave many gra- 
cious words to him of her good opinion, 
for his learning, integrity, and ftiffkiency 
to the ^lace, concluding that Ihemuft ever 
tiave a care to furnifii that place with a 

worthy 
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worthy man ; for his fake faid fhe that fet 
my Crowne firft on my head, and many 
words to like efFeft, as the Bifliop himfelfe 
hath partly told me. - He feemes'a man of 
great gravity, and temperance, very mild 
in his fpeech, but not of fo ftrong a con- 
ftitution of body as his countenance doth 
promife; but having feen his Sea never, 
and himfelfe but feldome, I muft content 
me of him with this fhort relation.

That Ely AS muft perfonally come, 
before tl^e pay of Judgment. 

Wryttcn Ijy S(r JO^V H ARYNCjFQN, 15^ 

THE moft learned and right reve- 
rent Father, Doftor Still, Byfhop of 
Bath and Wells, propownded, one day at 
his one table, a queftion to certayne^learned 
dyvines which wear thear prefent, Whe- 
ther the grace of God (or as wee com- 
monly now doe call yt) whether iuftifying 
fayth once had may bee loft or noe ? And 
to the entent men fhowld the boldlyer ddy- 
ver theyr opinions, hee added, that this 
Y 3 was 
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was no queftion of beleefe, nor a queftion 

between Papifts and Proteftants only, but 

even among Ptoteftants themfelues, and 

thofe the mod learned that are at this day 

in this realme. The lyke, yea the verry 

fame, I may trewly fay of this queftion 

now in hand, of which many learned men 

wryte dowtfully in this age, fome thinke 

hee was paft longe fince, fome that hee 

came of late, fome that his cominge is to 

bee vnderftood by allegory, and fome that 

he (hall cdme indeed really and in parfon ; 

of which opinions as I will hot fay but any 

maybe defended, without breach of cha- 

rytie, fo I muft confes I take the laft to bee 

treweft, and the moft probable, and that I 

will now goe abowt to proove thefe fowr 
ways : 

Fyrft, by the word and letter of the 
Skrypture, 

Secondly, by the naturall and ryght in- 
terpretation and meaning of the fame, as 

others haue expownded yt.

1. The fyrft is the fowrth of Mala^f^^ in 
tbefe words, fpeaking vnto tbe Jews, MaL^ 
iv* 5. Btholde I willfcndc to you El^as the Pro- 
phet, before the great and horrible day of the 
Zpr^ (die^ magnus et hofribiilisjtV^a// cme, 
and heejhali turn that hart of the fathers to the 
children, and the harts of the children to the 

fathers, 
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fathen, leafi hdplywhcH I cmc I Jhonld fmyU 
'ik whole earth ivilh a curje. 

2. TTbe fecohd place is rn the bodke of 
Ecclejiajlicus, EccL xlviii. 9, Which was taken 
Mp in a whirlti}ynd of fyrt, in a charret of 
fiery horfes ; ' Qui infcriptus es indcijs tempo- 
mrtlehire iracmdiani Dei, etc.* for fo it is in 
tlie Latten. * I'how that art wrytten of m 
the rec^ordes of tymes to pacyfie the wrath 
of God/ ic reconcyle the harte of the father to 
thefonne, and to reftore the tryhes of Jacob ; 
though owre common Englyfh agreeth not 
fiilly with it. Nb more dcith it vJ^ith that of 
Enoke, which in the Laitten text is playne, 
EccL x\iv. 16. ]Enoke placuit Deo et tranflatui 
ejl ie parddtfim ut del gehtibus pxnitentiam , or 
fupienitam. ThatSs, Enoch ^ plea fed God and 
ihas taken Up to pa!tadyfe to ge'eve penitence to 
ike Gentiles; our Engli'fli fayth, therfore was 
hee [r'ari/lated, fbfixn example of repentance to 
ihe generations : of ^^hich' tran^^dbn (under 
ffefbrrixWcion) 1 fee no good r^afon. 

The 
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The thrrde place ys in the xviiih of Mat- 
thew (which wee could not fynde laft Son- 
day when wee fowght it fo earneftly.) The 
-words be theafe ; owx Saviour fayth, Cer- 
taynly Elyas mujl Jirjl come and rejlore aU 
thinges. But I Jay mto^ou, Elyasys come, etc. 

The fowerth place is in the xith of the 
Apocalipfey 3 v. I will geeve power to wy itso 
witnejfes, and t/uyjhall prophecye 1260 dayes^ 
.clothed in fackdotbc ; theafe are two olyoe 
trees, etc. 

The fyrft of thefe places (as the princi- 
pal! and vppon wich all the reft feem to be 
grownded) Peeter Martir, in Ws Common- 
places, obiefts agaynft his own opinion, 
,and then anfwers yt, but indeede fo fleyghtly, 
as no man of indifferent iudgment, and 
not blinded with preiudyce, but will foon 
fatisfy himfelfe in yt. For hee fayth that 
this great and horrible day of the Lord is 
the day of his naty vy tie or incarnacion, or 
xhe tyme of his being heer, which (fayth 

hee 
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bee) ta all infklells and vnbeleevers may bee ' 
layd well to bee terrible, becawfeyt is the 
cawfe of theyr greater damnatioH. Now, 
admitte this bee trew in fome fort, yet 
(vnder favor of fo great a clarke) I can- 
not beleeve but thofe woords of Malachy 
geve vs to vnderftande a far more dredd- 
full day. For terror and horror is more 
in the Ihew and exfpeftawnce, then in 
the proofe and effefte of dawnger, as day- 
lie experyence teacheth us, of many that 
are mochterryfyed and litle hurt, and man/ 
that were flayne and mayroed and yet but 
litle terryfyed. AUfo wee fee fomtymes a 
good penytent Chryftian, heeringe fome 
good fermon of the wrath of God, and 
paines of hell, goes from it with great ter- 
ror and concuflyon of fpirit, when the 
careleffe Chryftian, or the open Atheyft 
(whofe part ys greateft thearin) goeth thence 
not only voyd of terror, but oft tymes 
full of &orne. Further, I fay this tyme of . 
the fyrft coming of owr Savyowr is fo far, 
in the common phrafe of the Skripture, 
^ from 
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from being called the great and korribk day, 
that it bath contrary denominacions in ail 
places thearcof. Yet it is called the accept^ 
dhlt iynte, the tyme of ftrfety, thepeefeabk tymCi 
the ioyfuJl tyme, the glad tydinges ; nothing but 
fweet, my We, humblfe, marcyfilll; fr^ni 
his conceptyon, when his mother feyd, Ecu 
aneilla Domini; from^ his natinytie, ^hen 
the Angeli told the flleppardes, Ecceevan^ 
gdizo vobis : At what tyme they fowndc the 
Sauiour of the world layde in a mawnger; 
till his very pafl'yon, when himfelfe fayde, 
Ecce homo, and was after nayled on the 
crofle : Ifay, hee pafledall this time in all 
meeknes, in- prayer, in peace, inpacience, 
in poverty, helping, healing, teaching, the 
lame, the needy, the ygnorant ; of which 
tyme- it was longe before prophecyed by 
Efayas : Non conUndet n€(pu ckmabit. Arun- 
dinemquaffeUmn non confringet, etc. * A bruftd 
ued^J/iallhee not breake, and fmoking Jldot JhtiU 
hee not quench till hee bring foorth iudgment vnto 
vi^ory.' Who then can fay, or who will* 
b^teeve them that will fay, that his fyrft 

commynge. 
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commynge cowW be ment in thofe wordes^ 
Magnus dies el horribilis ?• Befide, this phrafe, 
dies Domini^ is ever diftinguyfhed by the 
learned frpm all other dayes to lignify (xa7<j^ 
^hx^^) ^^^ fpeciaU day of ludgment. St. 
Paul faytb, Dies Domini declarabil, 'quia in 
,^e reuelahilur : Thedaye of the Lordjhall de-^ 
dare (every mans worle) for in ihefyer itfhait 
he revealed. Thys daye and thys fyer Peeter 
Martir (who I aih-feure will admitte no 
Purgatory fyer between this and the laft 
day) muft needes confeffe to be the daye 
of ludgement. Now, how properly that 
daye may bee catted great and horrible, 
when the trumpets fhall fownd, the earth 
quake and burne, the heauens vanyfli, the 
the fvnne be darkned, the ded ryfe to 
ludgment: I trwft I need not moghe dy- 
iate, fyth na Chriften that hiers it but be- 
keves it, and none can thinke of it but 
trembles at it; of which it is faid, Vix iuf^ 
tuu Skarce the iuft can ftand vnterryfied 
at that dreadfull day. Let that day there- 
fore be cownted and called worthily, trewly, 
Z 2 properly, 
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properly, and onely Dies Domini magnas 

ct horribilis. ^ 

Yet thear remayns, in apparawnce rather 
then infubftawnce, one fmall obiedion abowt 
this place of Malachy^ becawfe in the be- 
ginning of the fame chapter he doth playne-. 
ly prophecy of the comming of Chrifte, 
and of the rayfing of the Sonne of luftice, 
which is interpreted of the Natyvitie ; and 
'then that of Elyas folowing k immediately 
may feem only to be promifed and per- 
formed in lohn Baptift. But the learned 
know that it is yfvall in the hollye Skrip- 
ture not only for one place to haue more 
meanings then one, but allfo for one pro* 
phecye to fygnifye more tymes than one ; 
fo this, not excluding the fyrft comming of 
Chryft, as a mylde Savyor, with lohn Bap- 
tift, his forerunner, yet doth moft evydently 
and efpecially note the fecond comming of 
the fame Chryft as a terrible ludge with 
Elyas before him. We haue many exawm- 
ples of the like, but lett one ferue. Chryft 

himfelfe 
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Iiimfelfe prophycieth of the deftruccion of 
lerufalem and of the end of the world all 
in one place, at one tyme, with one and 
the fame wordes ; yet wee all know that one 
of theafe is paft 1400 yeer fince, and the 
other is to come, God knoweth what hun- 
dreds of yeeres hence ; and fo moch for 
this firft and cheefe place of Mallachy. The 
fecond place of Ecckjiaftycu^ I fhall not 
need ftand long on, for I thinke no man 
will fay thear eanne bee any fygure in ey- 
ther of the places, but that needs hee muft 
mean that Enoke that was taken vp (as Sa* 
Pawle alfo fpeaketh.) and that Elyas that 
was taken up in the charret, which muft 
come to reftore the tribes of lacob ; who 
wear never yet reftored, as themfelues and 
all the world will confefTe. Yf bbieftion 
bee made againft the booke, let thofe that 
haue awtotytie defyne whether yt bee can- 
nonycall ; a wyfe and a revepejat booke yt 
is, and thearefore I regard yt. 

3. The third place of the xviith of Mat- 
thew, as one way it feemes to make moft 

z 3 piay"^ 
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playne for that by (aying £fyas /hall indeei 
come, fo an other way it feems to mov6 all 
the dowbt by adding that he is come aUredy; 
thearefore this place wold afke to bee dif- 
erectly handled ; and both the wordes, the 
tyme, the place, and other circumftances 
wold bee well confydered. The wordes 
have been before recyted; the tyme was 
vj dayes after his prom is in the former 
chapter, that fome iht^rjhold not iafle death 
till they Jhall fee the Sonne of man coming in fits 
kingdome. The place was on the top of a 
hygh hill, playn and open ; the company 
was only 3 of the cheefe Apoftles, Peter, 
lames, and lohn. The fyght they faw was 
fo marvelows as they weare fo raviflit with 
it they knew not what they fayd : the charge 
they had was to fay nothinge of it before 
Chrifts afcenfyon ; then they afked this 
queftion vpon yt. Etyas they faw before 
(for no man maketh dowbt but they faw 
very Ely as) How is it that the Scribes fay 
Elyas mvjljirfi; come ? The awnfwer is playn, 
Elyas indeed JhaU ccme, and rejlore all thinges ; 
and, for more playncs, the worde in the 

Greeke 
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Greeke ys i^x^lm, which ys not mufijyrjl 
haue come, but as I faid afore, and as Beza 
tranflates yt, veniet, Jhall come, and more 
playn in the old Latten, vetUurus, tjl ys to 
come ; this anfwer being made by the Trewth. 
itfelfe to his cheefe defciples to enftruQ: 
them, not further to entangle them, muft 
without all exception bee moft trewe. Now, 
whear owr Savyor added. But 1 fay untoyoxo 
Elyas is allredy come, etc. which the defciples 
vndeiltood of lohn Baptift, this is alfo 
trew ; but yet marke well the manner of 
fpeakinge. and then wee need not erre,. 
for of force one of theafe two (as St. Aw- 
guftin noteth) muft be vnderftood in figure, 
the other in letter. And to make yt fhort 
thus it muft bee vnderftood: Elyas (hall 
come indeed, that, is, in parfon; but, if 
they looke for an Elyas allredy to bee 
come, let them thinke it to bee lohn Bap- 
tift. But lett vs follow the rule of the new 
' fchoole men, and expownd Skripture only 
by Skripture, the hard place by the eafye. 
Lett this be the hard place, becawfe of 
vcniet and vcnit. Beholde an eafye place to 

expound 
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txpoimd it by, in the firft of Luke ; heere 
you fhall finde whear to vfe the figure, 
heere you feall learne how to beleeve the 
letter, lohn Bs^tift fayth, Heejhall ;gjQe be- 
fore owT Sayyowr «/ Trysuf^clli xmi hv^fAti, in 
ihcjjnrit and virtue of Elyas; then whear it 
is fayd hee is tome, thear look for the fpirit 
and virtew of Elyas ; but, when it is layd 
heejhall. come, then looke for ] lyas hknfelfe, 
Marke alfo in the xi of Ma^fhew, where 
Ohrift fayd that lohn was EI) as, yet is it 
with this mittigacion, et fi vuUis rectfiere, if 
yee mill Jo mderjland it ; yet is it with this ad- 
dydon, (whereby the learned haue ever ob- 
fcrved fonie miftery) Hee that haihe tares to 
her, kit him heer. Which "Ynderftanding, 
Hhat you may know not to bee mync, that is, 
a yowng mans, ygnorant and un&»Hull, but 
St. Awguftins, a graue man, a leaa-ned By- 
ftiop, and an excellent Doaer, I will as I 
promifed, in the end hereof, fet downe his 
owne wordes. But heer I might by the 
waye take iuft occafyon, Ihavinge fo playnly 
diftinguilht theyr parfons, J mean ;Iahnand 
Elyas, to compare togeather theyr fpirits^ 

the 
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the lykenes whearof haih cawfed, forlacke 
of good vnderftanding, theyr parfons to bee 
confownded ; wich I will runne ouer very 
breefely to avoyd moch proUxitye, Fyrft, 
bothe of them weare excellent prophets, 
bothe of them lyved lyke lennits in a defert, 
bothe ware a gerdle of a (kinne abowt theyr 
loyns, bothe of them vfed extraordinarye 
food, bothe of them reproved the wicked- 
nes of theyr Princes, both of them weare 
perfecuted by the fame Princes with all ex- 
tremytie: Why (howld wee not then be- 
leeve, that bothe of them ihowld ferve one 
God ; own Chryfte as forerunners one of 
this firft comminge^ the other of his fecosid 
comming ? And why Ihowld wee then be- 
leeue that, that if one bee come in fperit, 
the other may not come in parfon ? for (pe- 
ri t and parfon are two things ; the fperit of 
Elyas refted doble on Elyzeus (or, as owr. 
common Englyfhe well noteth, two partes 
of it on him, devidinge it in three, which 
is more lyke) yet no man will fay but they 
wjeare diftin^le parfona. But^ to conclude 

this 
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idbi5!3 proofe by Skriptures, I wiiLad c^y 
Ais one teftimoBy of Icfbn Babtift himfeHe, 
vrfao is well to be bekeued ; and bee beyng 
alked of tbe lews, An thw £^as ? (a quef- 
tyon very apt to ilifcycje tUiS oontfovcrfy) 
he ikyd playnly, J'Cm wd. 

4. The fowarth ajid Uft plaee of Skrjp- 
•ture is lliat of the two ivHneifles in die 1 idi 
of tbe ApQcalipfe ; which being vnderftood 
-of Elyas and Enocke receavs a playne, a 
fiatmii/ar, an eafye, and a probabfe vnder- 
jEkaiiding ; being taken other wiyfe i^ fubieB 
to too cavells : Of which place I wyil (ay 
jnof e in (he reafon IbUowiqg. 

s. The TecondTeafon I vndertooke tj> 
|>roove this my pofycion by is the naturaH 
anditrew fence of the Skrtptures as learned 
omen vnderftand them, w^ho as they are 
dewly to be refpeBed in aH tymes. yet 
(thofe are moft withowt exception that are 
TOoft awncyent, and conJequently furtheft 
<>f from the wdfull^ fchifmes of this tyme, 

and 
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^an4f fireeft ftom all panoialiitps; Lett vsi 
then breefl^^ examine thof meaning of this 
liift text of the Apocalipfe, that hath been 
fo often commented vppbn, and with in- 
differencye way what the trew vnderftand- 
ing thearof is, or, as neer af wee can iudg, 
who haue come neereft to it ; whether they 
that fay it fhal bee Elyas and Enocke, or 
they that fay otherwyfe ; for learned men 
wryte very diverfly of it, St. Auften is 
brow|[)it of each fyde : 

Magnoft iuUce qvifyi tueiur. 

But to be^n with> that I take to bee moft^ 
probable. Readiwcll, I pray you, biit the 
whole text, and you will foone I hope bee of 
my opinion. To bee two wiineffes (the Greek' 
W'ord is juafluff?) eyther in teaching or fuf- 
" fering ; two candlejlicks, in canying of lyght ; 
ttvo olyvt trees, in bearyng good fruyr; two 
prophets, in preachin 3 yeer and haulf; tben^ 
to bee clothed in fackloth ; to kill' theyr 
cnymyes with fyer; to (hut heaven, that 

it 
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u fliail not rayn (as Elyas did) to turn water 
into blood ; to ftryke the earth with plags; 
to bee flayn; to ly ded and vnburyed 3 
dayes and haulfe ; to ryfe agayne to con- 
vert the I ewes, and fo to aflend vp to hea- 
ven in the fyght of theyr enymyes: All 
thefe thinges, I fay, may fewt with two 
foch great prophets; and fo doth owr cown- 
try man the venerable Beda ; fo doth Hyp- 
poly tus the martyr; fo doth Gregory vn- 
derftand this place. Whearas, on the 
other fyde, indeed it pittyeth mee to fee 
how fome of the late wryters weery them- 
felues to ftrayn but fom few of thefe to 
theyr fanlyes^ and God wot they goe not 3 
ftepps but they are quite myred. One wold 
haue Luther to bee Elyas, and the other 
reformers to bee Enocke ; as if a fertayn 
number of two wear put for an vncertayn, 
as is fomtyme vfed, by a fygure called 
( ). But that is efely confuted. 

For neyther did Luther convert the lewes, 
neyther did hee call fyre from heaven; 
Indeed hee excommunicated Pope Leo the 
Xth. (wich myfelfe haue red in his works.) 

And 
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And he vowtfafed to confer with one lew, 
afteer moche fewt, rather for the witt of 
the man, then for the will hee had to con- 
vert him. Thus the tale is told : Thatihe 
lew fent to Luther (who liad fyrft refufed 
to talke with him) to afke him, Whether 
was worfe, erf" a lew or the Devyll? Luther 
fayd, The Devyll. Then he aflct Who 
was better, Chrifte or Luther? Hee awn- 
fwered, Chrifte. Then fayd the lew, If 
that Chrifte vowtfafed to talke with the De- 
vyill, why not M. Luther with a lew? 
Vpon which, as the talke goes, hee was ad- 
mitted. - ,* 

As for the other later Doftors, thowgh I 
wold bee glad to give them all thyr dew, 
yet I know one obieftion, that in the Papiftes 
opinion excludes them from this place, 
wich is, That they loue fylke better than 
fackcloth ; and indeed it is far the fyner 
wearing.

Now wich fence is moff probable^ wich 
men bee moft credible, I leaue to the vn- 
partiall and viq^^afiyonate reader.
